Don't know what kind of a Preface 

I muſt write to find thee Courte- 

ous, 4 Fpithete too often beſton*'d 

without a Cauſe. The Author of this 
Work has been 4s ſparing of what we 
call Good Nature, 4s moſt Readers are 
now adays. So Im afraid his Tranſlator 
and Commentator is not to expett much 
wore than has been ſhew'd them. What's 
worſe, there are but two ſorts of taking 
Prefaces, as there are but two kinds of 
Prologues to Plays }, for, Mr, Bays was 
doubtleſs in the right, when he ſaid, 
That if Thunder and Lightning could 
not fright an Audience into Complai- 
ſance , the ſight of the Poet nith 
4 Rope about his Neck, might work 
them into Pity, Some indeed ; ab bul- 
lied many of you into an Applauſe, and 
raild at your Faults, that you might 
think them without. any; and others, 
more ſafely, have ſpoken kindly of you, 
that you might think, or at leaſt ſpeak. as 
favourably of them,and be flatter*d into 


Patience. Now I fancy there's nothi 
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leſs difficult to attempt than the firft me» 
thod; forgin this 1% Aze,"tis as eaſy 
to find a Bully without Courage, 4s 4a 
Whore without Beauty,or a Writer withe 
out Wit ; though thoſe qualifications are 


ſo neceſſary in their reſpetive Profeſ- 


flons : The miſchief us, that you ſeldom 
allow any to rail beſides your ſelves, and 
and cannot bear a Pride which (bvcks 
your own, As for wbeadling you into 4 


liking of a Work, I muſt confeſs it ſeems 


th: ſafeſt way ; but tho Flattery pleaſes 


. you well when *tis particular, you hate 


it, as little concerning you, when *tis pe« 
neral. Then we Knights of the (Quill are 
4 ſtiff-neck*d Gexeration, who as ſeldom 
care to ſeem to doubt the worth of our 
Writings, and their being lid, as we 
love to flatter more than one at a time ; 
and had rather draw onr Pens,end ſtand 
«-p for the Beanty of our Works (as ſome 
Erraut H'ocls us'd to do for that of their 
Miſtreſſes) to the laſt drop of our Ink. 
And truly vhs Submiſſion which ſomes 
times wheadles you into Pity, as ſeldom 
decoys you into Love, as the aukward 
Cringing of au Antiquated Fop,as Mo- 
neyleſs as he's Ugly, affetts an experi» 
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enc'd Fair One. Now we as little value 
your Pity, as a Love? his Miſtreſs s,well 
ſatisfi”d. that *tis only a lefs uncivil way 
of diſmiſſing us. But what if neither of 
theſe two ways will work upon you, of 
which doleful Truth ſome of our Play- 
wrights ſtand ſo many living Monu- - 
ments f Why, then truly I can think on 
n2 other way at preſent , bat blending the 
two into one; and, from this Marriage of 
huffing & cringing, there will _ 4 new 
kind of careleſs Medley, which, perhaps, 
wall work upon both ſorts of Readers, 
thoſe who are to be heftor'd, and thoſe 
whom we muſs creep to. At leaſt "tus like 
to pleaſe by its Novelty, and twill not 
be the firſt Monſter that has pleas'd you, 

when regular Nature could not do it, 
If uncommon Mirth, lively Wit and 
deep Learning, wove into wholeſom Sa- 
tire, 4 bold, good and vaſt Deſion admi« 
rably purſu'd, Truth ſet out tn #ts true 
Light, and a Method how to arrive to 
its Or acle, can recommend «Work, I ans 
ſure This has enough to pleaſe any rea- 
fonable Man. The three Books publiſh'd 
ſome time ſence, which are in a manner 
an intire Work, were kindly receiv'd : - 
A595 Tet, :, 
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Tet, in the French they come far ſbort 
of theſe two, which are alſo intire 
Pieces ; os the Satire ts all general 
here, much more obvious,and conſequent= 
ly more entertaining. Even my long 
explanatory _— - not thought im- 
ropey, t I'was ſo far frombei 

Allen's TE to make it Le na > 
at firſt only a few Pages were intended ; 
yet as faſt as they were printed I wrote 
on, till it prov's at laſt like one of thoſe 
Towns built little at firſt, then inlarg'd, 
where you fee promiſcuouſly an odd va- 
riety of all ſorts of m_—_—_ Baild- 
ings. I hope the Remarks I give now 
will not pleaſe leſs ; for, as I have tran- 
Plated the Work which they explain, 1 
had more T ime to make them, though as 
little to write them. It would be need- 
leſs to give here a large Account of my 
Per formance ; for, + ab all, you Rea- 
ders care no more for thi or that Apo- 
logy, or Pretence of Mr. Tranſlator, if 
the Ver ſion do's not pleaſe you, than we 
do for a blundering Cook's Excuſe after 
he has ſpoilt a good Diſh in the areſ- 
fing.. Nor can the Firſt pretend to much 
Praiſe, beſides that of giving —_ 

thor's 
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thor's Senſe in its full Extent, and c0- 
pying his Stile, if "tis to be copied ; ſince 
he h.zs no ſhare in the Invention or Diſ- 
poſition of” what he tranſlates. Tet there 
was no ſmall difficulty in doing Rabe- 
lais Juſtice in that double Reſpect ; the 
obſolete Words and turns of Phraſe, and 
dark SubjetFs, often as darkly treated, 
make the Senſe hard to be underſtood 
even by a Frenchman, and it cannot 
be eaſy to give it the free eaſy Air 
of an Original ;, for even what ſeems 
_ common Talk in on: Language, is 
what's often the moſt difficalt to be 
made ſo in another ; and Horace's 
Thoughts of Comedy may well. be ap- 
pli'd. to this :

Far be it from me for all this to value 
my ſelf upon hitting the Words of Cant 
in which my drollins Author « ſo luxu- 
riant ; for tho ſuch words have ſtood me 
in 200d ſtead, I ſcarce can forbear thinks 
ing my ſelf unhappy in having in/enſibly 
hoarded up ſo much Gibberyb ana Bil- 
| linſgate.. 
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linſgate Traſh in my Memory ; nor 
could I forbear asking of my ſelf, as an 
Italian Cardinal ſaid on another account, 
D'onde hai tu pigliato tante Coplio- 
nerie? Where the Devil didſt thou 
rake up all theſe Fripperies ? 

It was not leſs difficult to come up to 
the Author's ſublime Expreſſions. Nor 
would 1 have attempted ſuch a Task, 
but that 1 was ambitious of giving 4 
view of the moſt valuable Work of the 
greateſt Genius of his Age, to the Me- 
coenas and beſt Genins of This. For 
I'm not overfond of ſo ungrateful 4 
Tak as Tranſlating, and would rejoice 
to fee leſs Verſons, and more Originals, 
ſo the latter were not as bad as many of 
the firſt are through want of Incour age- 
ment. Some indeed have deſervedty 
gain'd eſteem by Tranſlating ; yet not 
many condeſcend to tranſlate, but ſuch 
4 cannot invent; though, to do the firſt 
well, requires often as much Genius as 
t0 do the latter. | 

I wiſh, Reader,thou mayſt be as willing 
to do my Author Fuſtice,as I have ftrove 
to do him Right.

their main Deſign is, to be able to laugh 
at one anotber ; ani here they may do 
it at a cheap ana eaſy rate.

Albinus, 4 
Roman, who had written in Greek, dc- 
fir'd in his Preface to be forgiven his 
Faults of Language ; but Cato ast'd 
in deriſion, Whether any had forc'd him 
to write in a Tongue of which he was 
not an at ſolute Maſter ? Lucullus wrote 
an Hiſtory in the ſame T ongue,and ſaid, 
He had ſcatter'd ſome falſe Greek in 
it, tolet the World know it was the 
work of a Romay, Pl} not {ay 4s 
much of my Writings, in which I ſtudy 
to be as little incorrett as the hurry of 
Buſineſs, and ſhortneſs of Time will 
permit ; but I may better ſay, as Tully 
did of the Hiſtory of hus Conſulſhip, 
which he alſo had written in Greek, 
That what Errors may be found in the 
Didtton, are crept-in againſt my Intent. 
Indeed Livius Andronicus, and Te- 
rence, the one a Greek, the other a

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Explanatory Remarks 


ON THE 


Prologue to the Fourth Book of Ra- 
belais, being the firſt of the Voy- 
age to the Oracle of the Bottle. 


HE main deſign of this Pro- 
logue is to teach us to be mo- 
derate in our Wiſhes. The Au- 
thor brings ſeveral Examples 
to prove what my ariſe from it z 
particularly he makes uſe of a Fable, in 
which (after ſome long but moſt divert- 


ing Excurfions) the Moderation of a poow. || 4 


Country Fellow, who had loſt his Hatchet, 
and wiſh'd only to have it again, was 
largely rewarded; and others, who loſt 
theirs on purpoſe, to be thus made rich, 
were undone. This is thought. by ſome, 
ro mcan a Gentleman of Poifton, who came 
to Paris with his Wife about ſome Buſineſs, 
where Francis the Firſt fell in Love with 
her, and having bettow'd large Sums of 
Money on the Husband, who ſome time 
a fter return'd into the Country z ſome of 
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the Neighbouring Gentlemen, who had 
handſome Wives or Daughters, made their 
appearance With them at Court, in hopes 
of the like Fortune, but inſtead of it were 
forc'd to ſneak into the Country, after 
| they had ſpent their Eltates, which was all 
they gpt for their pains, 
wpiter is brought in complaining of Ra- 
mus and Galland, who, ſurrounded with a 
ſwarm of their Scullions, Ragamuthns , 
Sizers, Vouchers, &c. ſet together by the 
Ears the whole Univerſity of Paris. Petrus 
Ramius , or de la Ramtee, was Royal Philo- 
lophy and Oratory Profeſſor at that time;

otle's Phyſics and Metaphylics ;*Carpen- 
tarins , Scheckius , and Kiolanus, an{wer'd 
him, and particularly the firſt, I cannot 
tind that Gallandws wrote againlt Rams z 
yet, either he has done it, or oppos'd him 
viva voce, Priapus is of Opinion , they 
ought to be turned into, Stone, and affo- 
| ciated to their Name-lake, Maſter Peter dn 
j Coignet , formerly p:trified for ſuch a Sub- 
| jet. This Ds Coignet can be no other 
than Peter de Coigneres, the King's Advo- 
| I 


cate 


rl 
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cate in his Parliam:nt, mentioned by * Puſ- 
quier. In 1329 he caus'd all the Prelates 
of France to be ſurmon'd before King Phi- 
lip, who fat in his Court of Parli:ment 
attended by (everal Princes and Lords. 
There the Advocate repreſented ma- 
ny Abuſes commitcted by the Eccleſiaſtical 
Court, which had encroach'd upon the 
Parliament's Rights, and us to take Cog- 
nizance of all Civil Matters, under divers 
pretences of Conſcience, and unjultly fa- 
vour'd thoſe that appeal'd or remov'd their 
Cauſes to the Spiritual Court. The Arch- 
biſhop of Sens. and the Biſhop of Awutwn, 
ſpoke in behalf of the Church's Right, 
grounded on Cuſtome time out of mind, 
and cf <qu:l validity to the Law; then 
proffer'd ro recti'y every thing 3 and 
in ſhort, fo cunningly work'd upon the 
King, that he told them he would mike 
no Innovations, nor would ſhew his Sucs. 
ceſſors a way to moleſt the Church. This 
made the Clergy triumph, as if they had 
gain'd their Point, and to be reveny'd on 
Pierre de Cogneres, they got a Monkey hew'd 
out of Stone, and had it ſetup in a Corner 
of Notred ame at Paris, which Figure lays Paſ- 
quizr, by a kind of Pun, was call'd f Maitre 
Pierre du Coignet. SO Priapus adviſes Jupiter to 
petrify Ramws and Galland, ſaying, That

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Peter du Coignet had bcen turn'd into Stone 
for the fame Cauſe, that is, for ſetting the 
Learned at variance. Tho after all, France 
is much oblig'd to that Advocate z who 
ſeems to have laid the Foundation of the 
Liberties of the Galican Church. 

In the ſame Council of the Gods, Jupi- 
ter ſays, Here are the Gaſcons curſing and 
damning , demanding the Reſtitution of their 
Bells, I tind in ds F et, that they had been 
taken from them in 1548. This is the ſence 
of his words, which I give at levgth, be- 
caule they ſcem to give light into ſeveral 
Paſſages in the firſt three Books. There 
was a Tumult in Gwiemme , which began at 
Anginleſme by thirty men, but ſoon great 
Numbers joyn'd them ; and as many at 
leaſt roſe towards Bowrdeaux, in a Rebelli-

The Iſland Medamothi, Mndzuwti , nuſ- 
quam, nullo in eco, means an Ifland that is 
nowhere, and fo cannot be found ; and 
indeed molt Travellers ard Seafaring men 
are for going where no other went before, 
ſtill bent on Diſcoveries z and accordingly 
our Pantagruelian Journaliſt tclls us, That 
till they came to that Iſland they ſaw nothing new. 
Philophanes, who is King of the Countrey, 
ſignifies one who deftres to be ſeen : He is made 
abſent from home (as Travellers arc) on 
account of his Brother Philotheamon's mar- 
riage with the Infanta of Engys ; that is, 
The Neighbourhood : Philotheamon fignitics 
One who &g'res 80 ſee things : Thus many 
travel cithcr to ſee, or be ſeen, or for 
both. Now as this Kingdom of Medamo- 
thi is no where, ſo thoſe Exotic Karitic: 
which our Travellers purchaſe there, are 
nothing but Fictions and Chimeras. As 
for Example ; The Face of a man who 
brings in an Appeal; the Picture of a Ser- 
vant who wants a Maſter ; that of Ecchv 
drawn to the life; that of the Ideas of 
Plato, and the Atoms of Epicurus; that 
copied from Philomela's Needle-work ;

The Three Unicorns were thought a 
Fition hv the moſt of che Learned, as well 
as the Chameleon-like Tarand (which put me 
in mind of ſome Courtiers) till the Great 
Buchartus, of whom Roan my Native Town 
is ſo jutily proud, had prov'd that the Uni- 
corn is not a Fabulous Animal. . T hus this

Our 
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Our Author to ridicule a fooliſh Relique 
that was in great repute in Poifox in his 
time, makes Dingdong ſwear by it in the 
Seventh Chapter ; *twas call'd, The Worthy 
Vow of Charroux. The People gave that 
Name to a large wooden Statue, in the 
ſhape of a Man , cover'd with Plates of 
Silver, which the Monks kept in a Corner 
of their Monaſtery. They us'd to ſhow 
it but every Seventh year, and then 
Shoals of People throng'd to ſee it ; but 
none of the Female Sex were ſuffer'd t» 
come near to kiſs-it z this mighty Bleſling 
was wholly reſery'd for Men or Boys : 
But the Women us'd to watch to catch 
the Men who had kiſs'd it at unawares. 
and clipt them about the Neck and kit 
them; by which means they were per- 
ſwaded they drew to themſclves, and 
fack'd in, the virtuous Efficacy which they 
had got by touching the Shrine. A tall 
Lady was fo very preſumptuous as to dare 
kiſs that blefled Worthy Vow, and, behold ! 
the angry Wooden Saint in an inſtant grew 
five Foot taller than he was before; at leaſt 
the People faid fo, and the Monks report- 
ed it for Goſpe-truth.

In the ſame Chapter we have another 
inſtance of the ſtrange Supcrſtition of the 
Popiſh Vulgar , when Dingdorg fays, 
That Corn grows where ever his Shcep 
piſs, as if the Lord had piſs'd there. That 
Expreſſion is us'd throughcut France by 
the Common People, who think all thoſe 
places thus particularly bleſt where our Sa- 
viour dropt his Urin, &c. As for inſtance, 
his Spittle, it being ſaid in the Ninth 
Chapter of St. Fobn, that he ſpat on the 
ground, and made Clay of bis Spittle. 

I tind that Matter crowds upon me, and 
I might be more Voluminous than a Dwteb

The word 
Cheli is Greek, and {ignibes the Lips, 56624 
x#>nz yet thoſe who at the end ot the 
laſt Freneb Editions of Rabelais, have ex- 
plain'd ſome of his hard Words, interpree 
it peaceful, deriving it fromthc Hebrew.

Friar Thon alone inveighs againſt this for- 
mal Stuff, antick Poſtares and nonſenſi- 
cal Fiddle-faddle , Cringes , Grimaces , 
Scrapes, Embraces, Leers, &c. and links 
into the Kitchins, where there was ſome- 
thing more ſubſtantial for a Monk, who does 
not uſe to feed on empty Talk.

| LL theſe Chapters are occafion'd by 


Pantagruel's paſſing by Perti and 
give us an rg of the _ Living 
of the Apparitors, Serjcants, and Bailiffs, 
and ſuch inferior Miniſters. of the Law. 
Nothing can ſeem dark in what our Au- 
thor has ſaid of them, if we obſerve what 
he makes one of Pantagrwe!'s Interpreters, 
or Droggermen relate, * That at Rome a 
*worla of Folk get an honeſt Livelihood 
* by Poyſoning, Rivroaſting, and Stabbing, 
© but the Catchpoles earn theirs by being 
*drub'd ; fo that if they were lang with- 
*out a tight Lambaſting, the poor Dogs 
* with their Wives and Children would 
* even be ſtarv'd. Our Author fays this, 
becauſe in Francis the firli's, and Henry the 
Second's Reigns, T hat raſcally Tribe had 
no Income fo beneficial, as that which came 
to them from a Beating, the Nobility 
thought it (o great an Afﬀront to be cited, 
Or arreſted by that Vermin, that they ſtood 
too much on their PunGilio, and for that 
reaſon. they ſeverely us'd thoſe Bailiffs or 
Apparitors, who came to them to dif- 
charge their Ofticez and who ſometimes 
were ſent out of malice. So when the 
Man-catchers, who delir'd nothing more 

than 
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than to be bang'd, had been miſus'd, they 
had ſwindging Damages to, make them 
amends. Rabelay expoles the Folly, Vil-

E HESE Chapters contain a Deſcrip- 
tion of a Dreadful Storm which Pan- 
tagruel's Fleet met with ; it began immedi» 
ately after they came up with Nine Sail la- 
den with all forts of Monks, who were going 
to the Council of Chelil to ſift and garble ſome 
Articler of Faith againſt the new Hereticks. 
This Council can be no other but that of 
Trent, then fitting, in which ſuch ſorts of 
Articles were fram:d; the word Chil, by 
the tranſpolition of a ſingle Letter, makes 
the Hebrew word Chelis, Three ; whence 
comes Cheliſim, Thirty, which is Trente in 
French; and, it you will keep to the num- 
ber Chelis or Three, the name of that Town 
which 
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which is Tridentam in Latin, is partly made 
up of it ; ſo there is no doubt. but in one of 
thoſe Senſes the Author had a mind to let 
us know his meaning. 


Beſides this way of explaining the word 
Chefil, which, with ſeveral other material 
Obſervations, 1 owe to a Learned and In- 
genious Countryman of mine, who will not 
give me leave to name him , the Alphabet 
in the French Rabelair gives us another 
which keeps to the name Chefil, but ſeems 
to me ſomewhat far-fetch'd : That word, 
he ſays, is us'd by the Hebrews to denote 
the Star which the Greek and all our Aitro- 
nomers call Orion. Ch:fil comes from Cha- 
ſal, to be unconflant. Propert, lib. 2. Eleg.13.

The Storm in theſe Chapters 1s un- 
doubtedly the Cruel Perſecation that was 
Tais'd in France in the Reign ot Henry the 
Second. lc began in 1549. by a kind of 
an Inquiſition to profccute the Latherans 
Theſe are Du Tilet's words about it ; I! fut 
ordomne qu'ung ſeance extraordinaire ſe feroit des 
Juger & Paris, pour connoiſtre particulierement 
du fait des Heretiqu's : En icelle quelques mit- 
ſerables furent punis de crnels ſupplices 4 toute 
rignear. * It was vurder'd that the Judges 
ſhould meet in an extraordinary manner at 
Paris to take particular cogniſance of the 
Caſe of Hereticks. Some Wretches ſuffer'd 
crucl Puniſhments inflicted by thatAfſembly 
with the utmoſt rigour, 

During that Storm, Pantagrael ſhows an 
Heroic fiedfaſtneſs and conſtancy of mind ; 
Friar Thon an undaunted Courage, and a 
great Activity z all Pantagwel's Houſhold do 
thcir belt to (ave the Ship, and help one 
anothery Panzrge alone fits on his Tail 
upon Deck, weeping and howling, and 
ſays a thouſand ridiculous things ſuggeſted 
to him by his Fear ; ſometimes he wilhes 
himſelf with the Bleſſed Fathers, whom 
they met ſtearing their Courſe for the

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Council of Chefil, preſently he proves as 
great a Milk-ſop as molt of his Brother 
Deiſts do in ſuch Occafions, and is moſt 
mightily godly ; then he is for making his 
Will. In ſhort, Nothing can be more un- 
accountable than the Vows, Wilkes and 
Moans of that Maudling Coward , till the 
Storm abates, and the Fleet comes in fight 
of the lMland of the Macreons, Then he 
plays the good Fellow, and is as buſy as 
any fix, ſeeming as reſolute and active as 
he was-fearful and urmanly before, 

The Storm begins juſt as ſoon as they 
have been met by Monks z mention is 
made in it of the Thunder's falling on a 
part of the Ship, which may mean the Ec- 
clc{iaſtical Cenſures, and the Pope's Thun- 
derboits z then, when the Storm abates, 
Friar Ihon (ays, our Devils begin to ſcam- 
per. I will ſhow that by Devils Rabelais 
has mcant the Monks, and perſecuting 
Tempters of the Church of Rome, As for 
Panurge's ſgeming a Papiſt in the midit of 
the Storm, its gives us exactly His Chara- 
Rer, for he was doubtleſs ready enough 
to make all the grimaces of a rank Papiſt 
in the midſt of the Perſecution z though, 
as ſoon as was palt, he laught at Saint N/- 
cholas the Water Saint, to whom -he had 
promis'd a Chappe), if he ſcap'd, between 
Cande and Monforeau, where neither Cow 
nor Calf ſhould feed 3 the word Chappel 
a\ is 
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is equivocal in French , fignifying a Lym- 
beck ; {© he ſays he will throw one in the 
River, doubtleſs, that which drowns up all 
the Ground between thoſe two Towns, 
and thus he mcans to fulhl his Vow. Per- 
haps this is alſo delign'd to ridicule the 
Vows and bchaviour of Seamen in a 
Storm. 

Pantagruel''s holding the Maſt of the Ship 
tight with both his hands all the while by 
the Skipper's advice , implies, that as the 
Family of Navarre, and particularly Antho- 
ny of Brwerhon, was belt able to protect the 


Great Ones, who were imbark'd together - 


for a Reformation, it was ht he ſhould do 
it with all his Powerz and accordingly 
Du Tillet tells us , that none- but Miſerables 
(poor Wretches) ſuffer'd. If any one will 
ſay, that perhaps Rabelair did not in this 
Voyage mean any particular Perſons, I 
hope at leaſt they'll grant he has admirably 
deſcrib'd the different Behaviour of molt 
men in danger, and chiefly in perſecuting 
Times.

ſhriven. Our Author calls it Quareſmeprenant, 
that is, the unit of Quyadrageſima ;, in 
oppolition to Mardigras, Shroverneſday. The 
Cardinal de Lorraine, ſays a Book cali'd 
Þ Heraclite Francois, made three Clergymen 
in a manner Titular Biſhops of Mz , Toul 
and Verdun, reſcrving the whole Income of 
thoſe Biſhopricks to himſelf, and leaving 
them little of them beſides the Title of Bi- 
ſhops : For this reaſon they were calld les 
Eveſques de Careſmeprenant becauſe they 
look'd as meager and ftarv'd as if it had 
been Lent with them all the year : ButT 
cannot think that our Author reflets here 
on that Cardinal. His Deſign ſeems rather 
to expoſe the Superſtition of the Papiſts 
about Lent, and how much the praQtiſe of 
it, their way, ſhock'd good Senſe : This 
made him run on for two or three Chapters 
with an odd deſcription of that Ridiculous 
Monſter ; and probably alſo to ſecure him- 
ſelf from the Informations of his Prying 
Enemies by that mixture of Comical ſeem- 
ing Nonſenſe. For, as in the time of Lens 
the Superſtition, Grimaces and Hypocriſy 
of the Papilts are moſt obſervable, and 
they look on it in a manner as the Baſis of 
the Chriſtian Religion, *twould have been '

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We find that the wile Xenomanes, one of 
Pantagruel's moſt experienced Companions, 
adviſes him not to go where Shrovetide 
reign'd, and ſays it would be much out of 
their way | t the Oracle of Truth | that 
there is very lean Cheer at his Court, that 
he is a double Shaveling, Banner- bearer to 
the Fiſh-eating Tribe, a Flogger of little 
Children, becauſe Papiſts do pennance, 
and whip themſelves then ; a Calciner of 
Aſhes, becauſe of 4ſ- wedneſday ; that he 
ſwarms with Pardons, Indulgences and 
Stations 5 which makes the Author ſay in 
the 31ſt Chapter, that Shrovetide being 
married to Mid-lent , only begot a good number 
of Local Adverbs ; that is, the Stations, the 
Churches and Chappels, whither the gull'd 
Mob muſt go, whence they come,znd tbrowgh 
which they muſt paſs to gain the Indul- 
gences. We are told belides, that he never 
affiſts at Weddings, but, give the Devil bis due, 
the moſt induſtrious Larding-ſtick and Scure- 
maker in forty Kingdoms becaule the Butchers 
have then little elſe to do but to make ſome. 
Lent is an Enemy to Sawiidges and Chit- 
terlings, becauſe as well as all other Fleſh 
(1 mean dead Fleſh ) the People are forbid 
to taſte of any then. 

Friar Thon always daring and haſty , is 
for deſtroying Lent 3 but Panurge ſtill fear- 
ful and wary, is not of his mind. Kabelais

HE Monſtrous Phyſeter or Whirlpool,

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INand, where liv'd the Chitterlings, Shrove- 
tide's mortal Foes, ſeems to have a rela- 
tion to the Expiration of Lent, about 
which time in France they have conquer'd 
all their Stores of ſalt Fiſh, and after 
which Fleſh rules on the Tables 3 and ma- 
ny are ſo wild for Chitterlings, ard other 
Meat, that they get Fleſh dreſt on Exfter- 
Eve late at night, and fall too like mad as 
ſoon. as the Clock ſtrikes Twelve : For 
that reaſon he makes the Fiſh die near a 
Fleſh Country. 


Os Chapter 35, and the fix following, 


Pine lands in the Wild Iſland to 
refreſh his men whom the Fiſh had 
diſorder'd; he would not come where 
Shrovetive liv'd , but goes afhore at the 
Dwelling of the Chitterlings , becauſe he 
did not love Lent, There they pitch 
their Tents, fix their Kitchin- Batteries, 
the Cloth is immediately laid , Supper 
brought in, and all eat chearfully , as is 
uſual after Lent. What happens in that 
Iflind, and the Fight in which the Chitter- 
lings, Sawcidges and Paſty-pans are mawl'd 
by Pantagruel and his men , and particu 
larly by the Friar at the head of the Cooks, 
partly ſeems a Comical Allegory , which

of Mortihication, Sawcidges , Chitter- 
lings, &c. which are preſerv'd with Salt, 
help then to appeaſe hunger at the ſame 
tim? that they create and heighten thirſt. 
'Tis obvious that the 37th Chapter ridi- 
cules the method us'd by ſome of the An» 
cients, and to ti4is day, of foretelling things 
by the name of Perſons. We find that the 
Gbirterlingonians, knowing, at laſt that Pan- 
tagru#l is Shroveride's Foe, and a Friend to 
Carnzval their old Contcderate , pay him 
their homage, and ſend under the Condut 
of Young Niphleſeth Seventy eight Thou- 
ſand Royal Chitterlings to Gargantua, who 
made a Preſent of them to the Great King 
0! Par z; but moſt of them died, and were 
buricd in heaps in a part of Paris, call'd to 
this day the Street pav'd with Chitterlingsz 
yet at the Requeſt of the Court-Ladies 
Young Niphleſeth was preſerv'd , honoura- 
bly us'd, and fince that married to Heart's 
Content, We need not underſtand H-brew 
to find out what our Joking Author means 
by that young Chitterling [ Mentula ] Ni 
leſeth, of whom the Charitable, or rat 
Sclhiſh, Ladies took ſuch mighty care. 
Atter all, the deſcription of a miſunder- 
ſtanding between the French, and the Swit- 
zers and Germans that had reform'd, may 
be couch'd under thoſe notions of Chitter- 
lings.

And what Xenomanes 
faid, that Chitterlir.gs were double-hearted 
and treacherous, ſuits alſo very well with 
their taking ſide now with the Emperor, 
then with the French, and vice verſa,in that 
f.ge. Inthe 416 Chapter Gymnaſt having 
lugg'd out his Sword with both his Fiſts, 
cut a huge wild Squob Sawcidge in two. 
Bleſs me, ſays our Hiſtorian, how fat the 
foul Thief was ! it puts me in mind of the 
huge Bull of Berne that was ſlain at Marig- 
nan, When the drunken Switzers were 10 
maw'd there : Believe me, it had little leſs 
than four inches Lard on its Pawnch! 
By this great Bull of Berne is meant Ponti- 
ner, a famous Gigantic fat Captain of the 
Switzers , who being killd at the Bat-

HE Ifland of Rxach, where People 

live on nothing but Wind, according 
to the ſenſe of the Hebrew word, is the 
Iſland of Wind, or the vain Iſland. 

'Tis an Emblem of the Court, where 
men feed themſelves and are fed by others 
with Wind, Compliments, Flattery, Pro- 
miſes, and vain empty Hopes, more than 
any where elſe. The Weathercocks, which 
are the only Houſes in that Iſland, imply 
the uncertain and variable ſtate of Cour- 
tiers; Firſt, becauſe the Court is till 
where the Prince is, and as 'the Weather- 
cock is always in motion, now to the Eaſt, 
and then preſently to the Weſt, yet is till 
fix'd in one place, and only moves round 
its Centre, ſo the Courtier is {till at home 
' when at Court, yet the Court is ſometimes 
in one place, and ſometimes in arother, 
Beſides, as the warm South ſometimes 
gently blows on a Weathercock, and ſoon 
the cold North rudely whirls it about ; fo 
the Courticr's Houſe is either cheriſh'd , or 
roughly blown upon, according to the 
Prince's Breath. The 
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The Wind-flowers, Khue,and ſuch Carmi- 
native Herbs, which are the only things 
ſow?'d there, which ſcowr them off in that 
Ifland, denote the Attendance, Craft- and 
Pains, which are the Seeds by which we 
hope to riſe and reap Favor. at Courtz but 
when the time of Haryeſt comes, we find: 
our ſelves only rid (by a thorough know-- 
ledge of the place, and chicfly by Baulks 
and Diſappointments ) of a great deal of. 
Wind, vain, empty Hopes, that ſwell'd and: 
puff'd us up. 

The common ſort of People who, to 
feed themſelves, make uſe of Feather, Pa-- 
per, or Linen Fans, according to their Abi-- 
lities, put me in mind of. a poor Fellow, 
who fed himſelf a long time with hopes of: 
obtaining a Place worth at Icaſt 501. a: 
year, only becauſe he knew Sir F. F—'s+ 
Coachman, with whom he ſpent tome 20. 
or 301, that were his All, in hopes of a -Re-- 
commendation to his Maſter, which his Pa- 
tron even wanted for. himſelf while he: 
fool d hiicm out of his money. Thus the Poor. 
as well as the.Rich aim at ſomething gene-- 
rally above their reach. The Windmills, 
by the means of which the Rich live, may; 
be delign'd to denote the Kings and Prin-- 
ces of- thoſe days: Mills with mighty Sails 
which gave that nouciſhing ,Wind plentix- 
fally, according to- the: diſpoſicions » in\ 
which they were with zeſpeR to the Coun+- 
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tiers that continually ſurrounded them : 
It alſo fignities that the latter ſometimes 
get nothing but Words or Favours, meerly 
honorary, and void of ſubſtance and foli- 
dity. Some of thoſe Royal Windmils 
have been us'd to wheel round, with every 
wind, as readily as Weathercocks, turning 
their Backs in an unaccountable manner to 
thoſe on whom they look'd moſt fayoura- 
bly but a moment before. 

The Age during which our DoQtor 
Aouriſh'd has given many Inſtances of this 
fad- Truth z as Facqwes de Bawne, Lord of 
Semblancay, Admiral Chabot, and the Co- 
neſtable de Bourbon, who, having all three 
poſſeſs'd King Francis the Firſi's Favour, 
became the ObjcRs and the Victims of his 
hatred ; The hrit hang'd at Montfawcon, 
('the Tyburn of Paris) for a Crime of 
which Loxiſe de Savoye, the King's Mother 
alone was guilty. The {cconfl, condemn'd 
without Reaſon to loſe his Head on a Scat- 
fold; and then . declar'd Not Guilty tive 
ſenſe of: which uſage work'd fo ſtrongly 
on his mind, that it «ffetcd what the Exe- 
cutioner was to have done. And the third, 
a Prince of the Blood, and by his great 
Merit High Coneſtable ot France, (a Truſt 
thought too great there now adays ) firſt 

riv'd of his Government of the Mila- 
neſe, his Maſter being grown jealous of his 
Glory, then of the Protits and Exerciſe = 
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his great Office z and finally of the vaſt 
Eltate of the Houſe of Bourbon, which was 
his Right of Inheritance, as cldeſt of that 
Branch of the Royal Family.

dom near it fancy, Our Author did ngt 
forget to place theſe among the Courtiers, ' 
and in a manner tells them, That the pre- 
tended Cure do's not fignify the Thou- 
fandth part of aF —-t. What he lays 
of the Sangreal, is to blame the Credulity- 
of ſome ſuperltitious Bigots, who have a 
groundlels Notion of a Relique thus 
nam'd, which they fay is part oft our Sa- 
viour's Blood wand'ring about the world 
invilible, co all but chatte eycs, and work- 
ing many miraculous Cures, The beſt 
Authority for ſuch a Belief, (ays Cotgrave, 
is the fooliſh fabulous Hiſtory of . King 
Arthur.

This our 
uthor calls faire Ia Figme, to revile and 
frag, or ſay, A Fig for the Pope z and he, 
$. ingeniouſly brought in the Story of 
the- Citizens. of Milan, who us'd+ an Em- 
preſs: juſt as the Landrkneebts ſerv'd the 
Cardinals, which alſo is ſomewhat like the 
Practice of the Inquiſition, who ſerve Pro-- 
teltants 
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teſtants ſo, Now when the Emperor 
Charles V. had been too hard for the 
Proteſtants in' Germany , and the Kings 
Francis 1. and Henry II. had perſecuted 
them in France, they were in a diſmal con: 
dition, and under the yoke of the Papi- 
manes, and got the name of Pope-figs 3 not 
only becauſe they had revil'd the Pope, but 
becauſe thty were forc'd to creep to him, 
and lay under his laſh. The Rail. Storms 
and Famine that plague them continually, 
mean the Perſecution z the Hobgoblins 
and Devils that haunt themyare the Monks, 
as the Author inlinuates it at the latter 
end of Chap. 46. 

By the Country Fellow who runs into 
the Holy Water-Stock, and: is immers'd in 
that bleſſed Pickle all but the tip of the 
Snout, for fear of being claw'd off by the 
Devil, we muſt anderftand the Conftraint 
in which the Proteſtants liv'd, while, to 
deliver themſelves from the Perſecutions 
of the Popiſh Hobgoblins, they were forc'd 
to be plung'd” over head and cars in the 
ſuperſtitious Worſhip of the Church of 
Kome z took Holy- water by handfuls, and 
hid themſelves under Stoles, which are the 
Badge of Priefthood : That is to ſay, they

He willingly, ſays the Imp, 
us'd to Breakfaſt on Students ; but alas, I 
don't know by what ill luck they have of 
late joyn'd the Holy Bible to their Studies z 
ſo the Devil a one we can get down among 
us: And I verily believe, that unleſs the 
Cafars (i. e. the Hypocrites of the Tribe of 
Levi ) help us in it, taking from the en-. 
lightned Bookmongers, their St. Pax, ei- 
ther by Threats, Revilings, Force , Vio- 
lence, or Fire and Faggot, we (hall not be 
able to hook in any more of them to nibble 
at below, 

The Foſterers, Suttlers, Charcoalmen, 
and Boiling-cooks of Hell that were mawl'd 
and pepper'd off in the Northern Countries, 
are the Monks and Prietts, who were rout» 
ed there, particularly in England. 

By the Students of Tretiſonde, he means 
thoſe of the Popiſh Univerſities, where, 
as he ſays, they are tempted by the Devils 
(by which he means Monks and Prieſts, 
Profeffors, and their Tutors) to leave Fa> 
ther and. Mother, forgo tor eyer the c

The Four Eſtates are brought in to ſhow 
that the Pope's Miſſionaries are of all forts 
of Conditions.

Says Panurge to them, 
When they ask'd him whether he had been 
bleſt with the ſight of that God on Earth;

The Galtrolatcrs are thoſe whoſe God is 
their Belly z the Engaſtrimythes are Para- 
tes, and all thoſc whom their hungry 
Fellies cauſe to ſay maiiy things againſt 
their Conſciences ; (o that they may be {aid 
0 ſpeak from the Belly: The word Engaſtry- 
mithe alſo means one who by uſe and practice 
can (ſpeak as it were out of his Belly, not 
oving his Lips ; and finally one who has 
an Evil Spirit ſpeaking out of his Belly.

of Avemaries , and (o forth z poor ſorry 
Rogues, who wholly liv'd' on the Alms 
that were given them by Paſſengers, like 
the Hermit of Lormoat, between and 
Bowdeaux : Thus he chiefly places the Or- 
ders of Mendicant Friars among the Hy- 
pocrites, becauſe their Convents have no 
Revenue but Mumping, and ſo they arc 
_ to affect a greater Devotion than 
thoſe Religious Orders who do not make a 
Vow of Poverty as theſe do. 

Our Author tells us that the Pantegruelian 
Fleet was becalm'd when it came in fight 
of that "Iſland, and was forc'd to tack from 
Laboard to Starboard, and from Star- 

| d board 
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board to Larboard, yet could not get a- 
head, tho they had aided Drablexs to their 
Sails. By this he infinuates that this infe- 
rior Crew of Hypocrites did put a ſtop to 
the progreſs of the Reformation, and the 
diſcovery of Truth in general; as when he 
himſelf was miſus'd by ſome of them in 
the Convent of Cordeliers at Fontengy le 
Comte, merely becauſe he fiudied Gretk,

To 
which anſwer is made by Xexomaner, That 
were there not ſome pretty, kind-hearted 
ypocritefles , Hermiteſſes , and Spiritual 
\(treſſes, who beget a race of young Hy- 
pocritillons and Sham- ſanRicoes, the Iſland 
of Chaneph had long ſince-been without In- 
labitants. | 
This is true in more than one ſenſe; . 
or did not Hypocrites beget others, ſome 
arts of the world would be very thin of 
xople ; then thoſe Sham-ſanRicoes and 
rmitillons whom our Author means, 
te chiefly the young baſtardly Monaſtic 
ty, the only Fruit many Nuns bear, by 
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the means of the Father Confeffor's kind 
applications 3 for ſuch of thoſe By-blows 
as eſcape Abortion, or an untimely Death, 
are rear'd up for a while as the pious Fa- 
ther's or Sifter's poor Relations, and then 
cag'd with Father or Mother to fing Mat- 
tins and Veſpers, and incxeaſe the larger 
Tribe of Hypocrites world without end.

brew. Xenomanes ſays, that the people of that 
Iſland are all ſuch,and commendsPantagrue 
for not going aſhore there. Friar Jobn advi- 
fes Pantagruel to cauſe a Gun to be fir'd, as|t 
were, to ſalute the Muſes of that- Amiper 
naſſur. By this perhaps our Author may 
have a mind to refle& on moſt of the Au- 
thors of that Age, who as well as ſome « 
this, were very great Plagiaries, T he fair 
Fountain on that Hill may mean the great 
number of SubjeQs which might empk 
their Pens more to the purpoſe than in 
Tranflaing many fooliſh Romances, s 
the beit hands of France did at that tim 
That Spring may alſo "ſignify the Frene 
Tongue which our Author commends ſo 
much in the Prologue to the Fifth Book, 
and inveighs apaink fach ſorts of Plagis 
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ries, whom he calls Brokers and Retailers 
of Ancient Rhapſodies and ſuch mouldy 
Traſh, Botchers of old Thredbare ſtuff; a 
hundred and a hundred times clouted up 
and piec'd together : wretched Bunglers, 
that can do nothing but new vamp old 
ruſty Saws z beggarly Scavengers, that rake 
the muddieſt Canals of Antiquity, &c. By 
which he would encourage his Countrey- 
men to follow his Example, fiudy ic, and 
write ſomething that might chictly ſpring 
from their Fancies, without being wholly 
indebted to Foreign Nations for whar they 
publiſh'd ; yet not diſdaining to make im- 
provements from the Thoughts of the 
Greek and the Latin Authors, as he himſelf 
has done, and enrich the Moderns with 
Tranſlations of the beſt Works of the An- 
cients. 

The large Foreſt that is round the Foun- 
tain, may mean the wild, dark, intangled 
voluminous Writings of ſome of that Age : 
The Mountain is called Antipernaſſ#s, in 
oppoſition to that where the true Mufes 
were ſaid to dwell z and is plac'd in the 
Iſland of Thieves properly enough, becauſe 
Poets, as well as they, are the Children of 
_ or Poverty, according to our Au- 
thor. | 

Panurge , who was afraid Pantogruel 
would land in the Iſland of Ganabin, utes 
all the Arguments which Fear could ſug- 
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geſt to a Coward, to perſuade him not to 
do it, and among other things ſays, Do 
not go among 'em, | beſeech you, *twere 
fafer to take a Journey to Hell. Hark! 
by Cob's Body, I hear *em ringing the 
Alarum Bell moſt dreadfully, as the Gaſ- 
eons about Bowrdeans us'd formerly to do 
againſt the Commiſſaries and Officers' for 
the Tax on Salt, or my Ears tingle, This 
refers to what has been ſaid in the Remarks 
on the Prologue, concerning the Rebellion 
at Angonleſme and Bordeaux. 

Rabelais (eems to have deſcrib'd part of 
this War in his ſccond Book, when he 
makes Pantagruel leave Paris, to repulſ 
the Dipſodes, who had beſteg'd the great 
City of the Amaxroter, For, tho I have 
prov'd out of Hiſtory that what is (aid of 
the Dipſodes, may reaſonably be adapted to 
the War of Picerdyz yet I hope I have 
thew'd that our Ingenious Author ſome- 
times deſcribes two things by one, and fo 
. this may relate to two different Actions of 
the ſame perſon. 

This Rebclion of Awgoxmois and Bordeanx 
happen'd about the Time when Anthony cf 
Bourbon ( our Pantagruel) was married to 
the Queen of Navarre's Daughter. Now 
Francis |. that Queen's Brother, and their 
Father , hady bcen Earls of Angowleſme, 
which makes our Author ſay, in his fe- 
cond Book, that Gargentxa's Queen was the 
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Daughter of the King of the Amaurots. 
And indeed, as there were no more Earls 
of Angonleſme, that Name which ſignifies 
being vaniſh'd, was not altogether improper 
then. Thus Pantagrzel comes from Paris 
to relieve that Country, and has a Bark full 
of Salt tied to his Girdle, with which he 
tills the mouths of the Dipſodes 3 which 
may imply the heat and combuſtion in 
which the People were there about the Tax 
on $:]t 3 and, becauſe ſeveral of thoſe Mu- 
tincers were hang'd at Boxrdeaux, where 
they were moſt outragious and (ſtubborn, 
K ab:lgis makes Pantagruel the Inventer of 
the 3 of Pantagruelion, which is Hemp, 
probably becauſe, he advis'd to have many 
of them put to death. Indeed I have not 
yet found tnat Anthony de Bonrben came 
thither to affiſt the King of Navarre his Fa- 
ther- in-law, Governor of that Country 
for Henry the Second of France, bur, as 
the Concſtable of Montmorency, who, with 
that Duke of Yendoſme, had commanded in 
Picardy that year, came into Xaintonge to 
puniſh the Rebels, *tis very likely the Duke 
came thither alſo z and perhaps Hiſtorians - 
are ſilent in the matter, becauſe he only 
came as a Volunteer, and the Caſe did not 
ſeem worth employing at once a King of 
Navarre, a High Coneliable of France, and 
a Prince of the Royal Family, And this 
may. be the Reaſon why our Satirical 
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Hiſtorian has chus'd to burleſque that Ex- 
pedition, for doubtleſs there could be no 
honour to the Duke in being concern'd in 
it, principally under others z thoughit were 
but in complaiſfance to the Princeſs of Na- 
varre his new Wife, and her Royal Pa- 
rents, the Honey-Moon being then hardly 
paſt, 


On Chapter 67. 


Anuroe's Fear, encreas'd by the noiſe 

of = Guns, makes him run mad for 

a while, and lay hold on the huge Cat Ro- 
dilardus, by which he was ſcratch'd. He 
ſaith, he took it to be a young ſoft-chin'd 
Devil, and thought he had ſnatch'd it up 
in the great Hutch of Hell, as thieviſhly as 
any Sizar of Mowntagze Colledge cou'd have 
done. Rodilardus ſtands for Croquelardon, 
Lick-ſawce, a Paraſitical Smell. feaſt. This 
Paſſage, doubtleſs, refers to ſome of Mont- 
Inc's Adventures, hardly to be diſcover'd 
in our Age; yet known in that during 
which he liv'd. Panurge's Cowardice and 
Impudence ſuits pretty well with that Bi- 
ſhop of Yalence's Character ; as appears by 
what I ſaid of his daring to preach before 
Queen Catherine of Medicis, with a Hat 
and Cloak on, like a Geneve Divine , _ 
cacn 
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then not having the courage to go on, but 
leaving off in the midſt of his Serrtion,, 
( though the Queen abetted him, and her 
preſence ſecur'd him ) as Toon as the 
Coneſtable of Moutmorency ſpoke. two words 
againſt his way of preaching. 

Here Rabelais takes an opportunity to 
bring in a Story, which, as well as ſome 
other things of as odious a nature , I 
would have omitted, did not many Learn- 
ed Men deſpiſe a maim'd or impertet 
Book,as much as ſome Selfiſh Women hate 
a Male in thoſe Circumſtances. That Sto- 
ry is what is ſaid of Edward V. King of 
England, and Francis Villn the witty 
Rogue, of whom I have already ſpoken. 
But, with our Author's good leave, this 
Story is as falſe as 'tis filthy, and impro- 
bable, though we ſhould ſuppoſe there is a 
miſtake in the Printing ( as there are chou- 
ſands even in the beſt Editions of this 
Work | have ſeen yet.) For none can 
imagin that Rabelais was fo little vers'd 
In H.(tory, as not to know that Elma V. 
died a Child, and can neither have been. 
coltive in his Old Age, nor familiar with 
Vilon: who, accordiag to Paſquzier, mult 
have been hang'd before the Reign of that 
unfortunate Prince, and perhaps before his - 
Birth, And ſhould any ſay that Rabelais 
means Edward the Fourth; 1 anſwer, That 
he neither died Old, nor could be Droll'd : 
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upon at that Rate, by a Buflooning [n+ 
mate z fince, though he was not one of 
the wiſeſt Heads, yet he was one of the 
braveſt Warriors of his Time, having 
fought Nine pitch'd Battels, generally on 
Foot, and at laft gloriouſly overcome all 
his Enemies: So that the Witty Jeſter 
would hardly have offer'd to have told 
him, that the ſight of Lewis the Eleventh's 
Oriflamb, or Royal Standard, would have 
{car'd him into a Looſeneſs. The Verles 
which Rabelais makes Vilon ſpeak, are men- 
tion'd as his by Paſquier, ſomewhat other- 
wite than in this Chapter : |

Thirty | er Trae this means, that Time 
Is paſt, and ſuch Years of Jubilee are necd- 
leſs, out of faſhion, and cry'd down after 

the Year 1530. ( or, pcrhaps, after the 
Council of Trentz) by reaſon of the 
Change made by the Reſtoration of Learn- 
ing, and the Reformers: So that People 
were no longer to be fleec'd by the Sellers 
of Pardons; And indeed, about the Year 
1530, King Francis I. invited the Learn- 


ed to-come to Paris, and having procur'd 
ſeveral 
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ſeveral Men well vers'd in various Studies, 
fixd them in the Univerfity of Pariz. 
Belleforeft and Lambinus Aay, that in 1531, 
he <«ſtabliſh'd Twelve Profeſſors for Latin, 
Greek, Hebrew, Mathematics, Philoſophy, Di- 
vinity, Oratory, Phyfick,, 8&c. But du Til- 
te, who at large relates what that Prince 
did and deſign'd for the Advancement of 
L earning, fays this was in 1530. Behides, 
we find in Rat. Tem. Part. I. lib. 6. Multum 
buie Princips debent Galicane littcre : nam 
ilius liberalitate accitis undique viris omni 
artium genere excultis, publice Scholes hon«ftis 
flipendizs Lutetie conſtitute ſunt Anno 1530, 

am in rem hortatoribus wſis eft Joanne 
Bcllaio. &c. And Genebrard, who was at- 
terwards one of thoſe Profeflors writes, 
Anno 1530. Guillelmo Budo & Joanne 
BellaJo bortantibus Regins linguzrum Prof. ſſo- 
res inſtituit. In Clemente VIII. Now, 
thoſe Learned Men, to whom Petavits gives » 
the Epithetes of Litterati & Pi, purg'd the 
Age of its Fooliſhneſs, and very much for- 
warded the Afﬀairs of the Reformation : 
So that in 1530, or at lealt at the time 
of the litting of the Council of Trent, the 
Reign of Ignorance may be faid to have 
come to an end. 

O' wait of Veneration ! fools they ſeem'd. 
That is, thoſe who had been fooliſh enough 
to (uffer themſelves to be ſheer'd and fleec'd 
thus, appear'd ſuch as they were, when 

Ipno- 
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Ignorance had been expell'd, I mean, bi- 
gotted Fools ; neither did the Veneration 
which uſes to be paid to the Church, hin- 
der the wiſer ſort from laughing at them, 
or at leaſt from pityiog their Sillineſs. 

But, perſevering, with long Breves , at laſt 
no more they ſhall be empty greedy fools. Thoſe 
long Breves ſhould be the Sacred Books, 
vhich may be call'd fo in oppoſition to the 
Reman Breviary, in which theix Contents 
are as maimyd, irpperfe& and abbreviated, 
as the v2in Imaginations of Superſtition are 
ſpun out there to a tedious length ;, at leaſt 
tney mean the Books written by the 
Learncd, many of which are long, So the 
People who appear'd fooliſh, being no 
more biinded by a Ridiculous Superltition, 
will no more gape after it, nor be greedy 
of it ; being tld with ſound Knowledge. 

For th:y ſhall frel: the Shrub's delicious Frait, 
rhfe Flor they in the Spring Jo much had 
fear'd. i hat is, They will ſhell the Beans 
in Cod; which is as if he had (aid, Truth 
that lay long conccal'd, and. before, was 
known but by a few, will be reveal'd © 
tne World ; and as much as at thirſt it was 
hated, deſpis d and frar'd,, at its firſt ap- 
perrance, fo mucin the ({weeter and more * 
delicious will ics Fruit prove, when the 
World ſhall have had a taſte of it. 

By thcſe Beans in Cod we may allo part- 
ly undcriiand our Author's Work. The 

Beans 
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Beans are the Myſtery, the Cod is the Em-+ 
blem and outward Dre(s z which is good 
for nothing but to wrap up what is within 
it z neither ought we to feed upon it, but 
ſolely on what it contains. So we might 
hx the period of Ignorance, and the be- 
ginning of the New Ara, or Reſtoration 
of Learning, at the Year 1550. at which 
time it began to bear good Fruit, and this 
Fifth Book was written, though it was not 
publiſh'd till after our Author's death, per- 
haps becauſe it ſpoke too plain, This makes 
him foretell the ſpeedy oblivion of whole 
Cartloads of Books that were dull, dark 
and miſchievous, though they ſeem'd flo- 
rid, floriſhing and flowry, gay and gawdy 
as ſo many Papillons| Butterflies | by which 
he ſeems to play upon the Word Papa, as in 
Papimany, and in the Sixth Chapter of the 
Pantagruelian Prognoliication , where the 
King of the Papillens or Butterflies, undoubt- 

cdly means the Pope. | 
After all, as that pretended Prophely is 
written in the ſtile of thoſe of Noſtradamus, 
It appears at tr{t asdark and uniniclligivle 
as that Aftrologer's Rhim'd Whimhes ; and 
though there is a mcaning in our Author's, 
and none in the dreaming Stargazer's, I 
would as little have troubled my {elf ro find 
out things paſt in the tirſt, as I would look 
for things to come in the latter, were not 
this needful to confirm what I have faid of 
cur 
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our Atthor's Deſign, and to ſhew the uni- 
formity of this Myſtical Work ; which tho 
much admir'd, had doubtleſs been much 
more beneficial, if moſt of it had been ex- 
plain'd ſoon after it was written. T mean 
after the Author's death; for, as to have 
done that before, would undoubtedly have 
haſten'd it, and have expos'd him and his 
Writings to the Flames; he did not deſire 
to be underſtood by every one, and only 
wrote for the Learned, as the Cardinals 
Du Bellay, and de Chaſtilon, the Biſhop of 
Meaillez.ais , Andrew Tiraquel, his Patrons, 
and ſuch men as hated Ignorance, that 
they might cfeQually, though underhand, 
forward the downfal of Superſtition, its 
Offspring. Therefore, to blind the Vul- 
gar, he turns off the ſenſe of the Prophelſy, 
and falls a praiſing Colinet, Marot,! Saingelay, 
Cc. the greatneſs of whoſe Wit, and the 
Elegancy of whoſe Stile, he extolls to the 
Skies, not without ſome little touch of 
Panegyrical Satire all the while, as appears 
by what he ſays of their Crimin Alamode 
Rhetorical Stile. This he chiefly runs upon 
to infinuate to thoſe whom he fear'd, that 
what he ſaid of the Jubile's Year is only 
meant of the Improvements made in Learn- 
ing, and more particularly in the French 
Tongue. So we find him begging of the 
French Writers , his Contemporaries, that 
they would be plcas'd to-admit himas Pu- 
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ny R byparographer, or Riffcaffscribler of the 
Se of Pyrrichus 3 that Painter having that 
Epithete beltow'd on him from pumzgds, ſor- 
didus, becauſe, like ſome of our Modern 
Boor-Painters, he only drew mean Figures,

| ce of Apologuemonger in France, whic

ſuch a ſtile as was hardly to be underſtood 3 
ſaying, that he had done it on purpole.

HE Ringing Iflnd can mean 

nething but the Clergy of the 

Church of Keme, whoſe My 

ſteries are all perform'd at the 

ſound of large, middleh7z'd, little, and ve 
ry little Belis. They are rung at Matin, 
Maſs, Noon, Veſpers, Sermpns, and the 
Satotatiom to th2 Virgin every day, on the 
Eveswor Viziic; of Holy-days, at Procefſions 
and at Stations ; and, whenever the Priefi 
lifts up the Wafer-god, a little Bell is rung, 
that the People may fall down and adore 
that piece of ſNough, which, they mult be- 
lieve, made Heaven and Earth, though 
_ *ewere made that very morning by the Ba 
ker, and ſome of the Tame ſtamp be ſhown 
in every Pariſh. Befdes, when the Prieſt 
carrics the Viaticum, a diminutive Bell al- 
ways tingles before. him. Thus Bells are 
often rung where-ever there is a Monaſtery, 
Church, Chappel or» Hermitage, to _

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ken the People's Devotion, ſummon them 
rogether, diſmiſs them , and make them 
come again, Add to this, That whatever 
is ſaid of the Ringing Iſland in the follow- 
ing Chapters, cannot well be adapted to 
ny thing but the Popiſh Ecclefiaſtics ; fo 
thoſe who pretended to explain theſe 
Books only by printing at the end of 
ſome French Editicns twenty or thirty 
Names, which (without the Jeaft reaſon) 
they call a Key, cither never read them, 
or had a deſign to impoſe on the Reader 
more than our Author z- elſe they would 
never have (aid, that the Ringing Iſland is 
England, T1 own there is much Ringing ' 
there, and the Engliſh are famous for ma- 
king that a Recreation z but this Book was 
writ during King Edward: the Sixth's 
Reign, at which time the Reformation '

the Glave, ( which may mean, that other 
Knights claim'd a preheminence over thoſe 
- of Malta.) Adituns adds, He is told there 
are ſuch in your World who wear goodly Garter 
below the Knee, with an Inſcription about them 
which condemns bim who ſhall think_ ill of it, 
(qui mal y penſe) to be bewray'd and conthy- 
ted. So "tis plain there were none ſuch in 
the Ringing Iſland, Then in the Sixth 
Chapter Adituus ſays, that all the good 
things which they have in his Iſland come 
from every part of the other World, except 
ſome of the Northern Regions, particularly 
from Toxreine, our Author's Native Coup- 
try; and that the Income of the Duke of 
that Country could not afford him to cat 
his Belly full of Beans and Beacon, becauſe 
his Predeceſſors had been-more than liberal 
to the Birds of the Ringing Ifland , that 
they might there munch it, twiſt it, cram 
it, gorge it, craw it, riot it, junket it, and

. tos. A. Gellius, lib. 2. cap. 20. Conſe- 
quently , the Clergy of the Church of 
Rome, who chiefly {ubſiſt by Obits, Tren- 
tals and Maſſes for the retft of the Souls of 
the Dead, may well be call'd by thoſe 
Names. 

We are told that the Siticizes were be- 
come Birds ;z thoſe Birds are thoſe Ecclefi- 
alticks, who raiſe themſelves by Contem- 
plation and holineſs of Life (if you will 
bclieve them ) ſoaring above the things of 
this Earth, on which we poor groveling 
Layics crawl. A dituws would make Pan- 
tagruel ſenſible of this, when he tells him 
that thoſe Birds, which look'd like men, 
cat and drank, ſlept and bill'd like men, 
were nothing leſs than men, being neither 
Secular nor Layics. | 

Their ſpacious,coſtly,magnificent Cages, 
admirable in their Architecture , are their 
Churches z which appears the plainer by 
reaſon of the Bells, which our Author ſays 
were above them, .

Dituus owns that all the Birds of 
the Ringing Iſland are Paſſengers ; 
there 1s a fort of Hawks diſtinguiſh'd by 
that Name. He adds, that none of them 
were bred in that place, but all came from 
the other world ; that is, out of the Laity, 
who are ſtil'd Worldly Men with reſpe& 
to the Clergy, who aſſume that of Dir ine, 
Oae of the Countries out of which they 
come, 1s call d I/ant-o-bread, and the other, 
Tor-many-of 'em. The firſt ſhews, that ma- 
ny will take to any thing rather than ſtarve; 
the other, that the Avarice of Unnatural 
Parents makes them compel their Chil- 
dren, often the moſt defective in Body 
or Mind, to be Monks, Friars, Prieſts, &c. 
Tho: 
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Thoſe Birds who return'd to the Wprid 
are the Monks and Clergymen, who, like 
Luther, Calvin, and others, left their Mo- 
naltical or Eccleſiaſtical Habits z or like 
Rabelais , left their Monaſteries. The 
Feathers found among the Nettles, mean 
his Frock and Cowle, which he caſt off, 
and in general thoſe of other Monks who 
apoſtatize ( fo their Deſertion is call'd by 
the Church of Rome). What the Company

ces; fo that as this Book was not printed 
till aftcr our Author's death, ( nor would 
it have been ſafe for him to have publilh'd 
it ) 1 am of Opinion it was found among 
his Papers, and, imperfect as it wzs,foilted 
in any how, 

However, the Iſland of the Apedefers is a 
Satire on ſome Courts of Judicature,whoſe 
Members ſqueeze out the Blood and Sub- 
{tance not only of the wrangling part of 
the World, but of thoſe peaccavble perſors 
whom ſome litigious Adveriaries compel to 
fall into their Clutches, The little Wine- 
preſs, call'd Pithies in the Language of the 
Country, that lay Backwards in a blind 
Corner , ſignities the B-wvctrtes, Drin:king 
places, which are generally in tlie very 
Buildings where are the Courcs, of Jadi- 
cature in France, whicher tie Lawyers po 
to refreth themſelves at the Expcnce of the 
Clients. That Word <cmes from the Grek 
#21, Drink. The Ancients had alio a Fe- 
{tival Sacred to Bacchus, which was call'd 

ne. wh corn from 3G a Wire 
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Hogſhead. It us'd to be celebrated at the 
time of the year when Tuns and Hogſheads 
us'd to be new hoop'd and fitted up, and, 
while it laſted,all Comers and Goers drunk 
Wine gratis, yult as they do in France on St. 
Martin's Eve. The eAthenians kept that 
Feſtival in the month which they call 4n- 
thefteron, which is our month of November, 
as G1z2 proves it, Lib. de menſibus Athen> 
enſium. By which it appears, that the 
Cultom us'd on vt. Martin's day in France, 
on which the Parliaments as well as others 
make merry, ſucceeded to the Pithegia of 
the Ancients. All this Chapter may be ea- 
lily underfiood by thoſe who are acquainted 
with the Cuſtoms of France; and,is it may

I TH much ado our Travellers get 
a hight of the Popehawk ('tis 
Pope Fuliws the Third) who fate drooping 
with his Feathers liaring about him, at- 
tended by a Brace of lictle Cardinhawks

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and” fix luſty fuſty Biſbhawks. Panwrge 
ſeeing him, crys , A Curſe light on the 
Hatcher of the 111 Bird, o' my word this is 
a hlthy Whoophooper. A Whoop, or a 
Hooper, upups, *x>, is a Bird whoſe Cop 
or Tufft of Feathers on its Heads not al- 
together unlike the Papal Tiara, adorn'd 
with a Triple Crown; the whole delight 
of that filthy Fowl is to nelſtle in man's 
Ordure z which admirably denotes the In- 
clinations of many of the Holy Fathers, 
and particularly of 7«lius II. as 1 will im- 
mediately ſhew it. 
The Madgehowlet, which was perceiv'd 


” under the Popehawk's Cage, implics either 


a Pope of the Female Kind , as Pope Joan 
(if there ever was any ſuch) or rathcr a 
Donzells, or Concubine z, unleſs ſome Cri- 
tic will offer to ſay, that this Madgehow- 
let, which Zf£dizzxs (wears is no She-thing,

She was marricd aftci wards 
to a Gentleman, who having notice that the 
Pope lay with her in his Abſence, af- 
terwards ſtabb'd her; fo to make her Bro- 
ther amends, Alexander made him a Car- 
dinal while he was yet very young, and af- 
terwards he was cholen Pope. R abelais 
ſeems maliciouſly to pun upon one of thoſe 
diminutive Cardinals in his Letters, calling 
bim a Cadinalicale. 

The old Greenheaded Biſh hawk fno- 
ring with his Mate and thice Jolly Bitter 
Attendants under an Arbour, fo that he 
could not be wak'd by the Buxome Ab- 
bel<kite that ſung by them like any Linnet, 
is 7»bn de la Caſa, Archbiſhop of Benevente, 
and Legate of the Holy Sce at Venice. He 
was fimous for Poetry, and wrote a Poem 
in praiſe of Sodomy, which he call'd Opera 
Diving; ane ſaid jn it that he knew no 

other 
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other Love. His indifference for the Fair 
is happily expreſs'd by his ſnoring near the 
pretty Abbelskite, that ſo kindly invites 
him with her Syren's Voice , which yet 
proves too weak an Allurement, and can- 
not wake him into a natural Love.

At the end of the Chapter, he ſays, I (py'd 
behind I don't know what Buſh, I don't 
know what Folks, doing I don't know 
what Bulineſs, in I don't know what Po- 
ſtare, ſcowring 1 don't know what Tools, 
in I don't know what manner, and I don't 
know what place. This Chapter requires 
a larger Comment ; but, its Subje& being 
none of the moſt modeſt, "tis better to 
leave that to be done by thoſe who love to 
dive to the bottom of thoſe Matters.

FTER the Venercal Games, in the 
Iſland of Tools, we have thoſe of 
Chance, in the Sharping Iſland. "Tis faid 
to 'be lean, ſandy, barrerr and unpleaſant, 
becauſe, in the main. ſeldom any thing is to 
be got by Games of Hazard, honefily. What is 
got at one time is generally loſt at another,

the two little white (quare Rocks, with 
eight equal Points in the ſhape of a Cube, 
are the-Dice z the fix different Stories are 
their {ix different ſides and numbers, that 
aſcend from 1.2.3.4. 5 to 6, Of which 
twenty one Points Rabe/ais makes ſo many 
Devils, becauſe they ternpt and bewitch 
men (o much z though, as he obſerves, the 
Land is barren and unpleaſant; for,after all, 
Gaming is a tedious Repetition of the ſame 
thing, and a continual gazing upon the 
Dice or Cards without any pleafing Dif- 
courſe, Not to ſpeak of the Fear and 
Agony of the Gameſters, their Tojl, when 
they paſs whole Nights at play, and break 


their Reſt, and not their Falt ; their De- 


{pair and Curſes when they have loſt, the 
mean Actions by which they debaſe them- 
ſelves, to borrow, or pawns and the 
Quarrels , and thcir {ad Conſequences a- 
mong, the greateſt Friends on the account 
of Play. So that Pantaorwel's Pilot was in 
the right, when he tuld him that more 
Wrecks had happen'd about thoſe Square 
Rocks, than about all the others in the 
Univerſe. 

After the Gatnes of Hazard, comes ano- 
ther that is as deccittul at leaft; 1 mean 
the Trick of Reliques, The Author places 

them 
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them in the Ifland of Sharping , becauſe 
the Church of Rome ſharps the Superſti- 
tious Layity out of great Sums of Moncy 
by the doubtful Remains of 2s doubtful 
Saints, much more than by the real Re- 
liques of the True. Accordingly our 
Travellers, with a world of pother and 
ado, Formalities and Antick Tricks, were 
bleſt at laſt with a fight of a Phial of Sang- 
real, that is, as I have obſery'd on the 
43d Chapter of the- Fourth Book , what 
they impudently pretend to be our Savi- 
our's Blood ; but after all, 'twas only the 
fſenrvy Face of a roaſted Conny. Mr. Emiliane, 
in his Book of the Frauds of the Romib 
Priclis, tells us, that facha kind of a Re 
lique is in Italy to this day: That pretend- 
| ed Blood is fſhewn with great Ceremonies, 
and ſtore of Flambeaux, Torches, and San- 
Gih'd Tapers, &c. Our Author ſays, that 
they ſaw nothing worth ſpeaking of in that 
Iſland but a good Face ſet upon an ill 
Game, which ſuits well with- the Carriage 
of thoſe who fhew ſuch} Sham Reliques; 
accordingly he ſays they alſo ſaw the.Shelk 
of the two Eggs formerly laid and hatch'd 
by Leda; which indeed are molſt- worthy 
being plac'd among ſuch Reliques. 

The Hats and Caps of the ManufaQuzsy 
of the Place (Chapeaux de Caſſade ) may 
be mention'd to banter ſome Prelates who 
had a mind to be Cardinals, and. perhaps 

| . were 
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were fool'd out of the Money which they 
gave to the Pope's Favourites to that in- 
rent. Avoir des Caſſades is a. Burleſque 
Expiefſion ; ſuch, as when we ſay , to be 
gull'd , or ſwallow a Gudgeon, Yet, as Ra- 
belais ſays, that ſome of the Company 
bought a piece of Ledz's Egegſbells for a 
moriel of Bread, and then immediately 
adds,that they bought thoſe Hats and Caps, 
which, he fear'd , would turn to no very 
good account , he may either mean that 
they were cheated there, or bought ſome 
ſham Agawe Dei's,and ſuch Holy Trumpery. 
Whatever it be, we hnd, that in the next 
Chapter they went through the Wicket; 
and, for offering to (ell them again, were 
clapt into Lob's Pound, by order of Gripe- 
men-all, Arch-duke of the Furr'd-Law-

kno vn that the Proteltant Nobility , and 
others in the Netberlandr, got the name of 
Guenx, > e. Beggars , "tis (aid, for oppo» 
fing themſelves to the ſctting up of the In- 
quitition : And though ſome trace the ori- 
ginal of that Nickname no higher than the 
time of Margaret of Parma's Guycimment,

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ſome pretend it was given them long be- 
fore by the Spaniards on that account. If 
this be not meant of thoſs Noble Aﬀertors 
of their Liberties in the Actherlands, as bc- 
ing written ſome ycars before that name of 
Guenx was univerlally ſpread , it mult yer 
be own'd that it refers to the perſecuting 
Courts of Judicaturen thoſe times, chiefly 
to the Inquiſition, .or at Jeali to the Towr- 
nelle, that is, that part of the Courts of 
Parliament in France that tries Criminals : 
For in France men have not the Priviledge 
of being try'd by their Jurics, or their 
Peers, which Engliſhmen enjoy, Gripe- 
men-all is the Head of the Inquiſition, or 
perhaps the Preſident of that Court, which 
us'd the Protettants fo fevercly in France in 
1548, The Picture over the Chict Seat is 
that of Injuſt ice.

This may mcan, 
that 'tis not always proper to oppoſe alto- 
gether the Inclinations of foine Mcn, even 
while it leads them to Studics and At- 
tempts that ſeem inſignificant ; fince time 
ſoon weens them of their dazling Follies, 
and thus they know the better how to di- 
finguiſh between the Uſeful and the Un- 

prohtable. | 
After all, this may refer to ſome of thoſe .. 
doubtful Points about which the Learned 
were as idly buſy in that Age, as to this 
day many in This are about them and 
others, placing Religion more in Notions , 
than in Actions, and negleQing the Pra- 
ice to talk of the Theory : Such Que- 
fllons are thoſe of Free-will, Predeftina- 
tion, Juſtification, &c. by which the 
People xeap as little Benefit as the Teachers 
gain Glogy, when they diſplay their learn- 
cd Ignorance about them. Pantagrnel's Ship

The Lantern of Rochel on a high Tower, 
which ſtood his Fleet in good ſtead, caſtin 
a great Light, ſeems to be Geoffroy PER 
/ae, Biſhop and Lord of Muillezair, one of 
Rab-lair's beſt Patrons, and even for thar 
vever to be forgotten z he would not call 
him the Lantern of Mailez4is, for this had 
been too plain and improper, becauſe Mail- 
lezzir is an Inland Town ; but as Rochel 
was then the Chief Town in that Diocels, 
ic-ſomuch that the Epiſcopal See has been 
fransferr'd to that Seaport-Town in 1648. 
he calls him the Lantern of Rochel, which 
he places on a high Tower, becauſe that 
Prelate 
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Prclate was Eiminent for his Quality, as 
well as for his Vertue and Learning We 
may calily fee by Rabclaiy's Letters to him, 
that he was neither a Papiſt nor -a Bigot ; 
and had thoſe which they wrote to each 
other in Cyphers becn ever Publiſhed, [ 
do not doubt but he would have appcar'd 
as much a Friend to thc Reformation, as 
ſome of the Houſe of Rochefuuc melt, who 
were the Heirs of his Family. Thus the 
Lanterns of the Church are the Biſhops, 
Do@ors of Divinity, Deans, Prcachers, 
and all thole who can explain the Sacred 
Writ, at leaſt 'tis certain, they apply thoſe 
words of the Goſpel to themſelves, Tou 
are tbe light of the world.

whole Company gave up what they had ex 
ten, nor were Sea-lick with a pain at the 
Head and Stomach, which inconveniency they 
could not fo ealily have prevented by drinking, 
for ſome time before, Salt water either alone 
or mixt with Wine, uling Quinces, Citron- 
peel, Juice of Pomgranats, ſowriſh Sweet- 
Meats, faſting a long time, covering their 
Stomachs with Paper; or following ſuch other 
idie Remedies, as fooliſh Phyſicians pre{ccibe 
to thoſe that go to Sea. 

Having often renewed their Tiplings, each

But the 
Cage does not feed the Birds: God and 
Monſieur St, Bernard our good Patron be 
with us, inall this ſame Town I have not 
ſeen one poor Lane of roaſting Cooks, and 
yet I have not a little look'd about, and 
ſought for fo neceſſary a part of a Com- 
monwealth; Ay, and | dare afſure you that 
] have pryd up and down with the ex- 
apeſs of an Informer as ready to num- 
ber both to the right and left how many 
and on what fide we might find meſt roa- 
ſting Cooks,as a Spy would be to reckon the 
Baſtions of a Town; Now at Amiexs, in 
four,nay fave times le(s ground than we have 
trod in our contemplations, I could have 
ſhown you above fourteen Streets of roa- 
ſting Cooks, moſt ancient, Savoury, and 
Aromatic. Ican't imagin what kind of plea- 
ſure you can bave taken in gazing on the 
Lyons , and Africans (ſo methinks you call 
their Tigers) near the Be/frey, or in ogling 
the Porcupmes and Eſtridges, in the Lord Phi- 
bp Strezzs's Palace, Faith and Troth, I had 
rather ſce a good fat Gooſe at the Spir. 


This 
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This Porphyry, thoſe Marbles are fine : 1 ſay 
nothing to the contrary, but our Chee ſcakes 
at Amiens are far better in my mind : Theſe 
antient Statues are well made ; I am willing 
to. believe it ; but by Sr. Ferreol of Abbeville, 
we have young Wenches in our Country 
which pleaſe me better a thouſand times, 

What is the reaſon, ask'd Fryar 1hon, that 
Monks are always to be found in Kitchins : 
and Kings, Emperours and Popes are never 
there ? Is there nut, ſaid Rhizorome, ſume 
latent Vertue and ſpecific propriety hid in the 
Kettles, and Pans, which as the Load-ſtone 
attracts lron, draws the Monks there, and 
cannot attract Emperors, Popes, or Kings? 
or is It a ratural induction and inclination, 
fix'd in- the frocks and cowles, which of it 
ſelf leads and torceth thoſe good Religious 
Men into Kr:chins,whether they will or no ? 
He would ſpeak of forms following matter, 
& Averre&s names them, anſwer'd Epiſtemon: 
Right, ſaid Fryar Jhon, :

K an Indecency that a Pees ſhould be thus 
a frying in a Kitchinz and the Poer let 
the King know that it was a more indzc.nt 
thing tor a King to be found in ſuch a 
place : Il] clap another ſtory upon the Neck 
of this, quoth Panurge, and will tell you 
what Briton Villandray anſwer d one day to 
the Duke of Guiſc. 

They were faying that at a certain Battle 
of King Francis againſt Charles the Fifth, 
Briton arm'd Capape to the Teeth, and moun- 
ted like St.George; yer ſneack'd off, and play 'd 
leaſt in fight during rhe Ingagement. Blood 
and Oons, anſ{wer'd Briton, I was there and 
can prove it ealily ; nay, even where you, 
my Lord,dar'd not have been. The Duke be- 
gan to reſent this as too raſh and ſawcy;

Fiow Pantagruel paſs*d by the Land 
of Petifogging, and of the ſtrange 
way of living among the Catch- 
poles. 


Teering ovr courſe forwards the next 
day wepaſs'd by Pertifegging,a Country 
all blurr'd and blotted,. fo that I cauld hardly 
tell what to make on'r. There we faw 
' ſome Pettifoggers and Catchpoles, Rogues 
that will hang their Father for a Groar. 
They neither invited us to eat or. drink, but - 
with a multiplyed train of ſcrapes and crin- 
ges ſaid they were all atour ſervice, for the 
Legem pone. 

One of our Droggermen related to Pan- 
ragruel their ſtrange «: of living, diame- 
trically oppos'd to that of our modern Romans: 
for at Rome a world of Folks get an honeſt 
livelyhood by Poyſoning,Drubbing, Lamba 
ſing, Stabbing and Murtihering ; but the 
Catchpolez earn theirs by being Thraſh'd, fo 
that if they were long without a tight 
Lambaſting, the poor Dogs with their Wives 
and Children would be ſtarv'd. 'This is juf, 
quoth Panurge , like thole who, as Galen 
tells us, cannot erect the Cavernous nerve 

toward? 
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twwards the EquinoCtial Circle, unleſs they 
are ſoundly flogg'd. By Sr. Patrick's Slipper, 
who ever ſhould jirk me fo, wou'd ſoon 
in ſtead of ſetting me right, throw me off 
the S1ddle, in the Nevils Name. 

The way is this, faid the Interpreter, 
when a Monk, Levite, cloſe fifted Ufſurer or 
Lawyer owes a grudge to ſome neighbor- 
ing Gentleman, he ſends to him one of thoſe 
Catchpoles or Apparitors, who nabs, or at lea(t 
cites him, ſerves a Writ or Wgrrant upon 
him ; thumps, abuſes and affronts him impu- 
dently by natural inſtinct, and according 
to his pious inſtruCtions; in ſv much thar 
it the Gentleman hath but any guts in i:ts 
Brains, and is not more Stupid than a Gian 
Frop, he will had himſclt oblig'd eitner tg 
apply a faggor-ſtick or his (word to the 
Raſcal's Jobbornol, give him the gentle laſh, 
or mike him cut a caper out at the Win- 
dow by way of Correction. "This done , 
Catchpale is rich for four Months at leaſt, 


' as it Baſtinadoes were his real harveſt ; for 
'the Monk, Levite, Uſurer or Lawyer wil re- 


ward him roundly, and my Gentleman muſt 
pay him ſuch [windging damages,that his acres 
may bleed for't, and he be in danger of 
miterably rotting within a ſtone Doubler, 
a it he had ſtruck the King. 

Quoth Panurge, 1 know an excellent re- 
medy againſt this ; us'd by "the Lord of 
Backs ;, what is it ? ? ſaid Pantagruel. The 
Lord 
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Lord of Baſcle, ſaid Pawurge, was a brave 
honeſt noble-{pirited Gentleman , who at his 
return from the long war in which the Duke 
of Ferrara, With the helpot the French,brave- 
ly defended himlelf againſt the fury of 
Pope Fulius the 1I. was every day cited, 
warn'd and proſecuted at the Suit and tor 
the Sport and Fancy of the fat Prior of $t. 
Louant. 

One morning as he was at breakfaſt with 
ſome of his Dom«ſtics(for he lov'd to be ſome- 
times among them,) he fent for one Low 
his Baker and his Spouſe, and for one Oudart 
the Vicar of his Pariſh, who was alſo his 
Butler, as the cuſtome was then in France ; 
then ſaid tothem before his Gentleman and 
other Servants: You all ſee how I am daily 
plagu'd with theſe raſcally Catchpeles, truly 
it you do not lend me your helping hand, 
I am finally reſolv'd to leave the Country, 
and go fight for the Sultan, or the Devill, 
rather than be thus eternally tees'd. There- 
fore to be rid of their damn'd Vidits , here- 
after, when any of them come here, be ready 
you Baker and your Wife, to make your 
perſonal appearance in my great Hall m 
your wedding Cloaths, as if you were go» 
ing to be afhanc'd; here take theſe Ducats 
which I give you to keep you in a fitting 
Garb. As for you, Sir Oudare, be ſure you 
make your perſonal appearance there in your 
bae Surplice and Stole, not forgetting your 


Holy 
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Holy Water, as if you were to wed them. Be 
you there alſo, Truden, faid he to his Drummer, 
with your Pipe and Taber. The form of Ma- 
trimony muſt be read,and the Bride kiſs'd,then 
all of you, as the Witneſſes uſe ro do in this 
Country, ſhall give one another the remem- 
brance of the Wedding,(which you know is to 
be a blow with your Filt, bidding the Partie 
ſtruck remember rhe Nuprtials by that token) 
this will but make you have the betterStomach 
to your Supper : But when you come to the 
Catchpole's turn, thraſh him thrice and three 
fold,as you would a Sheaf of green Corn, don't 
ſpare him, mavul him, drub him, lambaſt him, 
ſwinge bim off, 1 pray you. Here take theſe 
Steel Gantlets covered with Kid, Head, Back, 
Belly,and Sides, give him blows innumerable; 
he that gives him moſt, ſhall be my beſt 
Friend. Fear not to be call'd to an account 
about it, I'll ſtand by you; for the blows 
muſt ſeem to be given in jeſt, as it is Cuſto- 
mary among us at all Weddings. 

Ay, but how ſhall we know the Catch» 
pole, faid the Man of God , all forts of Peq- 
ple daily reſort to this Caſtle? I have taken 
care of that, reply'd. the Lord. When 
ſome fellow either on foot or on a ſcurvy 
Jade, with a large broad Silver Ring on his 
Thumb comes to the door, he is certainly 
a Carchp.jle : The Porter having civilly let 
him in, ſhall ring the Bell , then be all ready, 
and come into the Hall, to a&t the Tragi- 

Comedy, 
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Comedy,whoſe Plot I have now laid for you, 

That numerical day, as Chance would 
have it, came an o!d fat ruddy Catchpole ; 
having knock'd at the Gate, and then piſs'd, 
as molt Men will do, the Porcer ſoon found 
him out, by his large greaſy Spatterdaſhes, 
his Jaded hollow flank'd Mare, his Bag (ull 
of Writs and Informations dangling at his 
Girdle, bur above all, by the large Silver 
hoop on his left Thumb. 

The Por:er was civil to him, admitted him 
in kindly, and rung the Bell briskly. As [50n 
as the Biker and his Wite heard it, they clapt 
on their beit Clothes, ard made their perſonal 
appearance in the Hall, keeping their Gra- 
vities lik: a new made Judge. The Domine 
put on his Surplice and Stole, and as he came 
out of his Office, met the Carchpole , had 
him in there, and made him ſuck his Face 
a good while, while the Gantlets were draw- 
ing on all hands, and then told him, you are 
come juſt in Pudding time, my Lord is in 
his right Cue; we ſhall fea(t like Kings anon, 
here's to be ſwindging doings, we have 3 
Wedding in the Houſe, here, drink and 
cheer up, pull away. 

While theſe two were at it hand to fiſt, 
Baſche, ſeeing all his People in the Hall in 
their proper Equipage, ſends for the Vicar. 
Oudart comes with the Holy Water Pot, fol- 
low'd by the Catchpole, who as he came in- 
to the Hall, did not forget to make Roc 

ore 
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ſtore of, aukward Cringes, and then ferv'd 
Bache with a Writ. Baſche gave him Grimace 
for Grimace, {lipt an Angel into his Mutton 
Fiſt, and pray'd him to aliſt at the Contract 
and Ceremony, Which he did. When it was 
ended, Thumps and Fiſticuffs began to fly 
about among the Aſſiſtants; but when it came 
to the Catchpole's turn, they all lay'd on him 
lo unmercifully, with . their Gantlets, that 
they at laſt ſettled him, all tunn'd, and bat- 
ter'd, bruis'd and mortify'd, with one of his 
Eyes black and blue, eight Ribs bruis'd, his 
Brizket ſunk in, his Omoplates in four quarters, 
his under Jaw-bone in three pieces, and all 
this in jeſt and no harm done. God wor 
how the Levite belabour'd him, hiding with- 
in the long Sleeve of his Canonical Shirt , his 
buge Steel Gantlet lin'd with Ermin, for he 
was a ſtrong built Ball, and an old Dog at 
Fiſticuffs. "The Catchpole all of a Bloody 
Tyger-like hue, with much ado, crawl'd 
home to [Ile Bouchart, well pleas'd and 
edify'd - however with Baſche's kind recep» 
tion, and with the help of the good Surgeons 
of the place, liv'd as long as you'd have him. 
From that time to this not a word of the 
buſineſs; the memory of it was loſt with 
the ſuund of the Bells that rung for Joy at

Flow, like Maſter Francis Villon, the 
Lord of Baſch* commended his Ser- 


Vants. 


He Catchpole being pack'd off on blind 
Sorrel (ſo he call'd his one Ey'd Mare] 
Baſche ſent for his Lady, her Women and all 
his Servants into the Arbour of his Garden; 
had Wine brought, attended by good ſtore 
of Paſties, Hams, Fruit, and other Table- 
Ammunition for a Nuncion , drank with 
them joytully, and then told them this Story, 
Maſter Francs Vilon in his old Age, retir d 
to St. Mazxent in Poitou, under the Patronage 
of a good honeſt Abbor of the place. There 
to make ſport tor the Mob, he undertook. to 
get the Paſſion aCted after the way and in the 
Dialect of the Country. The parts being 
diſtributed, the Play having been rehearsd, 
and the Stage prepar'd, he told the Mayor 
and Aldermen, that the Myſtery might be 
ready after Nzore Fair, and that there only 
wanted Properties and neceflaries, Lut chiefly 
Clothes fit for the parts ; ſo the Mayor and 
his Brethren took care to get them. 
Vilengto dreis an old Clowniſh FatherGrey 
Beard, who was to repreſent God the Father, 
bepg d 
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begg'd of Fryar Stephen Tick/etoby, Cacri- 
ſtan tO the Franciſcan Fryars of the place, to 
lend him a Cope and a Stole. Tick/etoby re- 
fus'd him, alledging that by their Provincial 
Statutes, it was rigorouſly forbidden to give or 
lend any thing to Players.Villon reply'd, That 
the Srarute reached no farther than Farces, 
Drolls, Anticks,looſe and diſlolure Games, and 
that he ask'd no more than what he had ſeen 
allow'd at Bruſſels and other places. Tickleteby, 
notwithſtanding, peremptorily bid him proe 
vide himlelf elſewhere it he would, and not 
to hops for any thing out of his Monaſtical 
Wardrobe. Villon gave an account of this 
to the Players, as of a moſt abominable 
ation, adding, that God would ſhortly re- 
venge himſelf, and make an example of 
Tickletoby, 

The Saturday following he had notice gi- 
ven him, that Tick/ezoby upon the Filly of the 
Convent (ſo they call a young Mare that 
was never leap'd yet) was gone a Mumping 
to St, Ligarius, and would be back about two 
in the afternoor, Knowing this, he made 
a Cavalcade of his Devils of the Paſſion 
through the Town. They were all rigg'd 
with Wolves, Calves, and Rams Skins, lac'd 
and trim'd with Sheeps Heads, Bulls Feathers, 
and large Ki:chin Tenter-Hooks, girt with 
broad Leathern Girdles, whereat hang'd 
Gngiing huge Cow Bells and Horſe Bells 
which made a horrid din. Some keld in their 
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Ciaws black Sticks full of Squibs and Cracker, 
others had long lighted pieces of wood, upon 
whichat the corner of every ſtreet they flung 
whole handfuls of Roſin duſt, that made a 
terrible fire and ſmoak : having thus led them 
about, to the great diverſion of the Mob, 
and the dreadtul fear of little Children, he 
hnaliy carried them to an entertainment at a 
Summer-Houſe without the Gate that leads 
to St. Ligarius.

Wellfaid, cry'd Villon; bur let us hide 
our ſelves till he comes by, and then charge 
home briskly with your Squifzs and burning 
Sticks. Tick/etoby being come to the place, 
they all ruih'd on a ſudden into the Road to 
meet him, and in a frightful manner threw 
fire from all fides upon him and his Filly 
Foal, ringing and tingling their B:lls, and 
howling like ſo many real Devils, hho, hho, 
hho, hho, brrou, rrou, ' rrourrs, rrrourrs 
hoo, hou, hou, kho, hho, hhboi, Fryar St 
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phen, don't we play the Devils rarely ? "The 


Filly was ſoon {car'd our of her ſeven Senſes, 
and began to ſtarr, to funk ir, to ſquirt it, to 
trot it, to fart it, to bound it, ro pallop it, 
to kick ir, ro ſpurn it, to calcitrate it, 10 
winſe it, to frisk it, to leap it, to curvet it, 
with double Jirks, and bum-motions ; in fo 
much that ſhe threw down Tick/eroby, tho? he 
held faſt by the Tree of the Pack-Saddle with 
might and main : now his Straps and Stirrups 
were of Cord,and on the right {ide,his Sandal 
was ſo entangled and twiſted, that he could 
not for the Hearts blood of him get out his 
foor.

Likewiſe, Friends, ſaid Baſche, I foreſee, 
that hereafter you will a rarely this Tragical 
Farce, (nce the very firſt time you have {> 
skilfully hamper'd , bethwack'd, belamm'd, 
and bebumpd the Catchpole. From this 
day I double your Wages. As for you, my 
Dear (ſaid he to his Lady) make your Grati- 
fcations as you pleaſe; you are my Treaſurer, 
you know. For my part, firſt and foremoſt, 
I drink to you all. Come on, box it abour, 
"tis good and cool. In the ſecond place, you, 
Mr. Steward, take this Silver Baſon, I give 
it you freely. Then, you, my Gentleman 
ot the Horſe, take theſe ewo Silver gilt Cups, 
and let not the Pages be Horſe-whip'd theſe 
three Months, My Dear, let them have my 
beſt white Plumes of Feathers with the Gold 
Buckles to them. Sir Onudarte, this Sil- 
ver Flaggon falls to your ſhare : this other 
] give tothe Cooks. To the Valets de Cham» 
bxe, I give this Silver Basket ; to the Grooms 
this Silver gilt Boat ; to the Porter theſe 
two Plates: to the Hoſtlers theſe ten Por- 
ringers. Truden, take you theſe Silver Spoons 
and this Sugar-Box. You Footmen , take 
this large Salt. Serve me well, and Pll re- 
member you. For on the word of a Gentle- 
man, I.had rather bear in War one hun- 
d&cd Bþws on my Helmet in the Service of 
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my Country, than be once cited by theſe 


Knaviſh Carchpoles, meerly to humour this 
ſame gorbelly'd Prior.

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the junior Gantlets'dropt on him likewiſe like 
ſo many battering Rams. Remember the 
Wedding by this, by that, by theſe blows, 
ſaid they. In ſhore they ſtroak'd him ſo to the 
purpoſe that he piſtBlood out at Mouth, Noſe, 
Ears, and Eyes,and was bruis'd, fore, barter'd, 
b:bump'd, and crippled at the Back, Neck, 
Breaſt, Arms, and foforth, Never did the 
Batchelors at Avignon in Carnival time play 
more melodiouſly at Rapbe, than was then 
play'd on the Catchpole's Microcoſim : at laſt 
down he fell.

How the Ancient Cuſtom at Nuptials 
is renewed by the Catchpole. 


He Catchpole - having made ſhift to 

get down a ſwindging Streaker of Bri- 

ton Wine, ſaid to Baſche, Pray, Sir, what 
do you mean? You do not give one another 
the Memento of the Wedding. By St. Foſeph's 
Wooden Shoe all good Cuſtoms are forgot. 
We find the Form, but the Hare's ſcamper'd; 
and the Neſt, but the Birds are flown. There 
are no true Friends now-a-days. You ſee 
bow in ſeveral Churches the Ancient Lauda- 
ble Cuſtom of Tippling on account of the 
bleſſed Sr. O. O. at Chriſtmaſi is come to no» 
thing. The World is in its Dotage,and Dooms- 
day is certainly coming all (o faſt. Now come 
on; 'The Wedding, the Wedding , the 
Wedding, remember it by this.. This he ſaid, 
ſtriking Baſcbe and his Lady, then her Women 
and the Levite. Then the Tabor beat a point 
of War, and the Gantlers began todo their 
Duty, in ſo much that the Catchpole had his 
Crown crack'd in no leſs than nine places. 
One of the Bums had his right Arm put out 
of joynt, and the other his upper Jaw Bone 
or Mandibule diſlocated; fo that it hid halt 
bis Chin, with a Denudation of the Uzws 
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and fad loſs of the Molar, Maſticatory and 
Canine Teeth. Then the Tabor beat a Re- 
treat ; the Gantlers were carefully hid in a 
trice, and ſweet Meats afreſh diſtributed to 
renew the Mirth ot the Company.

Bur what harm had poor I done 
(cry'd Truden hiding his left Eye with his 
Kerchieft, and ſhewing his Tabor crack'd on 
one fide) they were not fatisfied with thus 
poaching, black-and bluing, and merram- 
bouzevezengouzequequemorgaſacbaquevezi- 
nemaftreliding my poor Eyes, but they have 
aiſo broke my harmleſs Drum. Drums in- 
Gecd are commonly beaten at Weenyy 
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(and *tis fit they ſhould) bur Drummers are 
well entertain'd,and never beaten.Now let Bel- 
zebub een take the Drum to make his Devii- 
ſhip a Night-Cap- Brother, ſaid the lame 
Catchpole, never fret thy ſelf, I will make 
thee a preſent of a fine, large, old Patent 
which I nave here in my Bag to patch up 
thy Drum, and for Madam St. Ann's take I 
pray” thee forgive us. By'r Lady of River, 
the bleſſed Dame, I meant no more harm 
than the Child unborn. One of the Querries 
who hopping and halting like a mumping 
Cripple, mimick'd the good limping Lord 
de la Roche Poſay, direftcd his Diſcourſe to 
the Bum with the pow'ing Jaw,and told him, 
What, Mr. Manhound, was it not enough thus 
to have morcrocaſtebez3ſtevercſtegrigeligul- 
copapopondrillated us all in our upper Mem- 
bers with your borch'd Mittens, but you muſt 
alſo apply ſuch morderegripippiatabirolrelu- 
chamburelurecaquelurintimpaniments on vur 
Shinbones wich the hard tops and extremities 
of your cobbl'd Shoes ? Do you call this 
Childrens glay ? By the Mf, 'tis no Jet. 

The Bum wiinging his Hands,feered to bxg 
his Pardon, muttering with his 'Tongue,mor, 
mon, mon, vrelon, von, von, like a Dumv 
Man, The Bride crying laught, and laugh- 

ing cry 'd, b:cauſe the Catchpole was not fa- 
tisfy'd - with drubbing her without choice or 
ditin&tion of Members, bu: had alſo rude! y 
rous'd and tous'd her ; pull'd off her Copping, 
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and not having the fear of her Husbard before 
kis Eyes, treacherouſly trepignemanpenillori- 
trizonoufreſturfumbledrumbled and fquees'd 
her lower parts. The Devil go with it, 
ſaid Baſcke, there was much need indeed that 
this ſame Maſter King (this was the Catch- 
pole's Name) ſhould thus break my Wikes 
Back : however I forgive him now ; theſe 
are little Nuptial Carefſes. But this I plain- 
ly perceive, that he ci:ed me like an Angel, 
and drubb'd me like a Devil. He hath ſome- 
thing in him of Fryar Thumpwell. Come, 
tor all this I muſt drink to him, and to you 
likewiſe his truſty Eſquires. But ſaid his Lady, 
why hath be been {to very liberal of his ma- 
nual kindneſs to me without the lealt provo- 
cation? Iaflure you, I by no means like it ; 
bur this I dare fiy for him, that he hath 
the hardeſt Rnuckles that ever I felt on my 
Shoulders. The Sreward held his left Arm 
mn a Scarf, as if it had been rent and torn 
in twain: Ithink it was the Devil, ſaid he, 
that mov'd me to aſſiſt at theſe®Nuptials ; 
ſhame on ill luck, I muſt- needs be meddling, 
with a Pox, and now ſee what I have got 
by the Bargain, both my Arms are wretched- 
ly engoulevezinemaſidandbruis'd. Do you 
all this a Wedding ? By Sr. Briger's Tooth, 1 
had rather be at that of a Tom T d-Man; 
this is 0 my word Cen juſt ſuch another Feaſt 
as was that of the Lapithes,deſcrib'd by the Phi- 
lo:opher of Sameſaze, One of the __ 
ha 
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had loſt his Tongue. The two other, tho” 
they had more need to complain, made their 
excuſe as well as they could, proteſting that 
they hadr no ill deſign in this Dumb- 
founding; begging that for goodne(ls ſake they 
would forgive them, and ſo tho' they could 
hardly budge a foot, or wag along, away 
they crawl'd. About a mile from Ba{che's 
Seat, the Catchpole found himſelt ſomewhat 
out of forts The Bums got to File Bouchard, 
publickly ſaying, That ſince they were born, 
they had never teen an honeſter Gentleman 
thin the Lord of Baſche, or civiller Peo- 
ple than his, and that they had never been 
at the like Wedding (which I verily believe) 
but that it was their own faulrs it they had 
been tickled off and tofs'd about from Poſt 
6 Pillar, ſince them(el ves had began the beat-- 
wg.

Flow Fryar Jhon made tryal of the 
Nature of. the Catchpoles. 


His Srory would ſeem pleaſant enough, 

ſaid Pantagruel, were we not to have al- 

ways the fear ot God before our Eyes. It had 
been better, (ſaid Epiſtemon, if thole Gantle' 
had fallen upon the fat Prior : Since he took a 
pleaſure in (pending his Mony partly to.vex 
Ba{c/e.partly to ſee thoſe Catchpoles bang, 
good luſty thumps would have done well on 
his ſhav*'d Crown,conſidering the horrid Con- 
cuſſions now-a days among thoſe punyJudges, 
What harm had done thoſe poor Devils the 
Catchpoles. This puts nr: in mind, faid Par 
tarruel, of an ancient Reman named L, Ne- 
ratius ;, he was of Noble Blood, and for ſome 
time was rich ; but had this Tyrannical Ind 
nation, that whenever he Went out of doors, 
he cauſed his Servants to fill their Pockets 
with Gold and Silver, and meeting in the 
fircer your ſpruce Gallants and better fort of 
Beaux, without the Ilcaſt provocation , for 
his tancy he us'd ro ſtrike them hard on 4he 
Face with his Fiſt, and immediately after that, 
to ap>caſe them and hinder them from com- 
plaining to the Magiſtrates, he would give 
them as much Money as ſatisfied them 2c 
cording 
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according to the Law of the twelve Tables. 
Thus he us'd to ſpend his Revenue, beating 
People for the price of his Money. By Sr. 
Bennet's Sacred Boot, quoth Fryar Fhon, 1 
will know the truth of it preſently. 

This ſaid, he went on ſhoar, put his hand 
in his Fob, and took out twenty Ducats, then 
faid with a loud voice in the hearing of a 
fhoal of the Nation of Carchpoles, Who will 
earn twenty Ducats, for being beaten like rhe 
Devil > Io, Io, Io, faid they all ; you will 
cripple us tor ever, Sir, that's moſt certain, 
but the Money is tempting.

He had no ſooner pick'd him out from 
the reſt, butI perceiv'd that they all mutter'd 
and grumbl'd,and I heard a young thin-jaw'd 
Catchpole, a notable Scholar, a pretty Fel- 
low at his Pen, and, according to publick 
report , much cry'd up. for his honeſty at 
DoBlors Commons, making his complaint, and 
muttering:becauſe this ſame crimſonPhyz car- 
ry'd away all the PraCtice, and that if there 
were but a ſcore and a half of Baſtinadues 
to be got, he would certainly run away with 
eight and twenty of them, But all this was 
look'd upon to be nothing but meer Envy. 


Fryar 
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Fryar Fhon fo unmercituily thraſh'd, 
thump'd and belabour'd Red-Snour, Back 
and Belly, Sides, Legs and Arms, Head, 
Feer,and to forth,with the home & frequently 
repeated application of one of the beſt Mem- 
bers of a Faggor, that Itook him to be a dead 
Man ; then he gave him the twenty Ducats; 
which made the Dog get on his Legs, pleas'd 
like a little King, or two. The reſt were 
ſaying to Fryar hon, Sir, Sir, Brother De- 
vil, it it pleaſe you to do us the favour to 
beat ſome of us for leſs Money, we are all 
at your Devilſhip's command, Bags, Papers, 
Pens and all. Red-Snout cry'd out againſt 
them, ſaying with a loud voice : Body of 
me, you little Prigs, will you offer to take 
the Bread ou; of my Mouth ? will you take 
my Bargain over my Head? Would you 
draw and inv-igle from me my. Clients and 
Cuſtomers ? Take notice, 1 Summon you be- 
fore the Official this day ſc'night ;, I will Law 
and. Claws you like any old Devil, that I 
will, —— Then turning himſelt 
towarts Fryar Jben, with a ſmiling and joy- 
ful lovk, he ſaid to him, Reverend Father 
in the Devil, if you have tound me a good 
Hide, and have a mind to divert your (elf 
once more, by beating your humble Servant, 
[ wiil bate you half in half this. time, ra- 
ther than loſe your Cuſtom, do not- ſpare me 
I beſeech you ; I am all, and more than all 
yours, good Mr, Devil, Head, Lungs, 
Tripes, 
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Tripes, Guts and Garbage; and that at a 
Penniworth I'll affure you. Fryar Fhon ner 
heeded his proffers, bur e'en left them. The 
other Catchpoles were making Addrefles to 
Panurge, Epiſteman, Gymnaſt, and others, en- 
treating them charicably to beſtow upon their 
Carcafſes a ſmall beating, for otherwiſe they 
were in danger of keeping a long Falt : bur 
none of them had a Stomach to it. Sometime 
after, ſeeking freſh Water for the Ship's 
Company, we met a couple of old. Female 
Carchpoles of the place, miſerably howling 
and weeping in Conſort. Pantagruel had kept 
on Board, and already had caus'da Retreat ts 
be ſounded. Thinking they might be related 
to the Catchpole that was baſtinado'd, We 
ak'd tnem the occaſion of their grief.

They told us they had only bor» 
row'd, alias ſtol'n the Tools of the Maſs,and 
bid them under the bandle of the Pariſh.

Plutarch alſv in his book of the Face that 
appears on the body of the Moon, ſpeaks 
of one Phenaces who very ruch fear'd the 
Moon ſhould fall on Earth, and pity'd thoſe 
that live under that Planer, as the /Eebiopion 
and Taprobanians, if ſo heavy a Maſs ever 
happened tofall on them; and wouldhavefear'd 
the like of Heaven and Earth, had they not 
been duely propt up and born by the Atlan- 
tic Pillars, as the ancients believ'd ,according 
to Ariſtotles teſtimony Lib. 5. Metaphis, Not- 
withſtanding all this, poor Aſchylw was kill'd 
by the fall of the ſhell of a Tortoiſe, which 
falling from betwixt the Claws of an Eagle 
bigh in the Air, juſt on his head, daſh'd out 
his brains. - 

Neither ought you to wonder at the death 
of another Poet, I mean old Jolly Anacrem, 
who was choak'd with a grape-ſtone : nor 
at that of Fabius the Roman Pretor who 
was (ſmothered with a lingle Goat's-hair as 
he was ſupping up = porringer of Milk. 
Nor at the death of that baſhfull Fool who 
by holding in his Wind, and tor want of 
letting out a Bumgunſhot dy'd ſuddenly 
in the preſence of the Emperor Claudiw. 
Nor at that of the Iralran buried on the 
Vie Flaminia at Rome who in his Epitaph, 
complains that the bite of a ſhe-Puſs - 4 
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little Finger was the cauſe of his death” 
Nor of that of ©. Leceniw Baſſu, who dyed 
ſuddenly of fo ſmall a prick with a needle 
on his left thumb, that it could hardly be de» 
ſcern'd, Nor of Quenelaule a Norman Phy (i- 
cian who dy'd ſuddenly at Montpellier mecre.- 
ly for having ſideways took a worra out 
of his hand with a Pen-knife. Nor of Phi- 
lomenes, whoſe Servant having got him ſome 
new Figs, for the firſt courſe of his din- 
ner, whilſt he went to fetch wine, a ftrag- 
ging welbung Afs got into the Houſe, and 
leeing the figs on the Table, without further 
invitation ſoberly fell to : Philomenes coming 
no the Room and nicely obſerving with 
what gravity the Als eat its Dinner, faid to 
his Man who was come back; ſince thou 
haſt ſet figs here for this reverent Gueſt 
of ours to eat,methinks it's but reaſon thou 

allo give him ſome of this Wine to drink. 

He had no ſooner ſaid this, but he was fo 

exceſſively pleaſed, and fell into ſo exorbitant 

2 fit of Laughter, that the uſe of his ſpleen 

took that of his breath utterly away, and 

he immediately dy'd. Nor of Spurius Sau 
feim, who dy'd ſupping up a ſoft Egg as 
he carne out of 'a bath. Nor of him who , as 

Beecace tells us, dy'd ſuddenly by picking bis 

grinders with a Sage-ſtalk. Nor of Phili- 
pet Placut, who being brisk and hale, fell 

dead as he was paying and old debt; 

vhich cauſes perhaps many not to pay theirs, 
far 
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for fear of the like accident. Nor of the 
Painter Zeuxis who kill'd himſelf with laugh: 
ing at the fight of the Antick Fobbernol of 
an old hagg drawn by him. Nor in ſhort 
of a thouſand more of which Authors write, 
as Verriw, Pliny, Valeriw, F. Baptiſta, Fub 
goſius, and Bacabery the elder. In ſhort, Gf. 
fer Wideneftrils choak'd himſelf wich eating 
a huge lump of freſh Butter at the mouth of 
a hot Oven, by the advice of Phyſicians. 

They likewiſe told us there, that the King 
of Culan in Bohu had routed the Grandees of 
King Mecloth, and made fad work with the 
Fortreſſes of Belima. 

Afﬀer this, we fail'd by the Iſlands of No 
gues and Zargues ;, alſo by the Iſlands of Te-

H E Phy/zrere coming between the Ships 
and the Gillions, threw water by 
whole "I'uns upon them, as if it had been 
the Catadupes of the Nile in Erhiepia, On 
the Gther (1de, Arrows, Darts, Gleaves, Jave- 
lins, Spears, Harping Irons, and Partizans 
tiiw upon ic like Hail. Fryar Ihon did 'not 
ſpare himſelf in ir. Panurge was half dead 
tor fear. Tine Arvillery roar'd and thunderd 
like mad, and ſrem'd to gawl it in good ear- 
neſt , bur did but little goud ; for, the great 
Iron and Brafs- Cannon-ſhot entring it's Skin, 
ſecm'd to melc like Tiles 'n the Sun. 
Pantagruel then conlidering the weight and 
Exigency of the matter , ſtretched out his 
Arms, and ſa:w*d what be could do, You tell

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us, anJ it is recorded that Commed's the 
Roman Emperour could ſhot with a Bow fo 
dextrouſly that at a good dif! .nce he wou'd 
let fly an Arrow through a Child's fhingere, 
and neyer touch them. You alſo tel! us ot 
an Indian Archer, who liv'd when Alexander 
the Great conquer'd India, and was fo sKil- 
ful in davis the B»w, that at a conlidera- 
ble diſtance he would ſhoot his Arrews 
thro' a Ring, though they were three Cubits 
l»yg,»nd their Iron fo large and weighty that 
with them he us'd to pierce ſteelCutlaſles, thick 
Shields, ſteel Breaſt-plates, and generally what 
he did hit, how firm, reſiſting, hard and 
ſtrong ſoever it were, You alſo tell us won- 
ders off the Induſtry of the ancient Francky, 
who were preferred to all others in point of 
Archery, and when they hunted either Black 
or Dun Beaſts, us'd to rub the head of their 
Arrows with Hellebore, becauie the ficſh of 
the Veniſon ſtruck with ſuch an Arrow , was 
more tender, dainty, wholſome and delicicur,

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Commiſſion to fay any thing, anſwer'd that 
he had not z Which puzzled and pravel|'d 
Darius very much ; till Gobrias one of the ſe- 
ven Captains that had kill'd the Mags explain'd 
it, ſaying to Darius, By theſe Gitrs and Ot: 
ferings the Scythians (ilently tell you, that ex- 
cept the Perſians like Birds fly up to Heaven, 
Ike Mice hide themſelves near the Centre of 
the Earth, or like Frogs dive to the very bot- 
tom of Ponds and Lakes,they ſhall be deſtroy. 
cd by the Power and Arrows of the Scythians, 
The Noble Pantagruel was without Com- 
pariſon, more admirable yet in the Art of 
Shgoting and Darting ; for with his dreadful 
Piles and Darts, nearly reſembling the huge 
Beams that ſupport the Bridges of Nantez, 
Saumur, Bergerac, and at Paris the Millers and 
the Changers Bridges, in length, ſrze, weight, 
and Ironwork, he at. a Mile's diſtance would 
vpen an Oyſter and never touch the edges ; 
he would ſauft a Candle without putting it 
out, would ſhoot a Magpy in the Eye, take 
off a Boot's under-ſoal, or a Riding-hood' 
lining without ſoylling them a bir, turn over

Pants- 
grzel not fatisty'd with this, let fly another 
Darr, which took the Monſter under the Tail 
likewiſe ſloping; then with three other on the 
Chyne in a perpendicular line divided itsFlank 
from the Tail to theSnout at an equaldiſtance ; 
then he larded it with fifty on one fide, and 
after that to make even work, he darted as 
many on its other fide ; ſo that the Body of 
the Phyſetere ſeem'd like the hulk of a Gallion 
with three Maſts, joynd by a competent 
dimenſion of its Beams, as if they had been 
the Ribs and chainwales of the Keel, 
which was a pleaſant ſight. The Phyſerere 
then giving up the Ghoſt, turn'd it felt upon 
its back, as all dead Fiſhes do, and being 
thus overturn'd with the Beams and Darts up- 
ſide down in the Sea, it ſeem'd a Scolo 4 
or Centipede, as that Serpent is deſcrib'd by the 
ancient Sage Nicander,

Kidneys, which, they ſa'd, was very uſe'ul 
and neceſſary for the cure of a c:rtain Diftem- 
per which they calld want of Money, &s 
for Pantagruel he took no manner of notice 
of the Monſter, for he had ſeen many ſuch, 
nay bigger in the Gallick Ocean, Yet he con- 
deſcendediro land in the Wiid Iſland, to dry 
and refreſh ſome of his Men (whom the 
P'ſetere trad wetted and bedawdb'd) at a ſmall 
Dc.ſert Sea-port towards the South, ſeated 
near a hne pleaſant Grove, out of which 
fluw'd a delicious Brook of freſh, clear, and 
purling water. Here they pitch'd their Tents, 
and fet up their Kitchins, nor did they ſpare 
Fewel. 

Every one having ſhifted, as they thought 
fic, Fryar hon rang the Bell, and the Cluth 
was immediately laid, and Supper brought in. 
Pantagruel cating cueartillly with lis Men, 
much about the ſecond Courle, perceived cer-

Nevertheleſs, they became leſs ſevere, and 
gentler Enemies than they were before : Rut 
hnce the denunciation of the National Coun- 
ci] of Cheſil, whereby they were roughly hand- 
led, hamper'd, and cited, whereby alſo Shrove- 
ti4e was declar'd filthy, befhitten,and beray d, 
in caſe he made any League, or Agreement 
with them, they are grown wonderfully in- 
vcterate, Incens'd, and Obſtinate againſt one 
another, and there is no way to remedy it. 
You might ſooner reconcile Cats and Rats, or 
Hounds and Hares together;

Hile Xenomenes was ſaying this, Fryar 
Fben ſpy d twenty hve or thirty 
young flender-ſhap'd Chitterlings poſting ag 
faſt as they could rowards their Town, C> 
tadel, Caſtle and Fort of Chimney, and taid 
to Pantagruel, | (mel] a Rat, there will be here 
the Devil upon two ſticks, or I am much our. 
Theſe Worſhipful Chitterlings may chance 
to miſtake you for Shrover;de, though you are 
not a bir like him. Let us once in our lives 
leave our Junketiog for a while, and put our 
ſelves in a poſture to give *em a Belly full of 
fighting, if they would be at that fport. 
There can' be no falſe Latin in this, faid 
Xenomanes, Chitterlings are till Chitterlings, 
always double hearted, and treacherous. 
Pantagruel then aroſe from Table, to vilit 
and ſcoure the Thicket, and return'd pre- 
ſently, having diſcover'd on the left an Am- 
buſcade of ſquob Chitterlings, and on the 
right about half a League from thence, a 
large Body of huge Giant-like arm'd Chit- 
terlings rang d in Batralia along a little Hill, 
and marching furiouſly towards us at the ſound 
of Bagpipes, Sheep's-Paunches and Bladders, 
the merry Fitcs and Drums, Trumpets and 
Clarions, 
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Clarions, hoping to catch us as Moſs caught 
his Mare. By the conjecture of ſeventy 
eight Standards which we told, we gueſs'd 
their number to be two and forty thouſand at 
a modeſt compucation, 

Their O.der, proud Gate, and refolute 
Lcoks, m»de us judge that th*y were none 
of your raw paultry Links, bur old Warlike 
Chitterlings and Sawſages. From the fore- 
moſt Ranks to the Colours they were all 
arm*d Cap a j:t with ſmall Aras as we rec- 
koned them a: a diitance, yet very ſharp, and 
ca{r-harden'd. Their right and left Wings 
were lin'd with a great number of Forrelt- 
Puddings, heavy Patti-pans, and Horfe Saw- 
ſages, allof them rall and proper Iflanders, 
Banditti, and Wild. 

Pantagruel was very much daunred, and 
not without cau'e,tho' Epiſtemon told him that 
ir might be the ufe and cuſtom of the Chitter- 
lin2onians to welcum and receive thus in Arms 
their foreign Friends, as the Nuble Kings uf 
France are received and ſaluted at their firſt 
coming into the chief Citics of the King- 
dom,' atter their advancement to the Crown. 
Perhaps, ſaid he, ir may be the uſual Guard 
of the Queen of the place; who having no- 
tice given her, by the Junior Chitterlings of 
the Forlorn-hope, whom you ſaw on the 
Tree, of the arrival of your fine and 
pompous Fleet, hath judg'd that it was with» 
out doubt ſore rich and. potent Prince, ard 
3 came to vilit you in Perſon. P :nta- 
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Pantagruel little truſting to this; call'd a 
Council ro have their advice at large in this 
doubrful caſe. He briefly ſhew'd them how 
this way of recepti-n with Arms had often 
under colour of Compicment and Friend- 
ſhip been fatal tro the Parties fo receiv'd. 
Thus, ſaid he, the Emperor Anton:us Caraca''s 
at one time deſtroy 'd theCitizens of Alexanara, 
and at another time cut off the Artendarirs 
ot Artabanus King of Perſia, under color of 
Marrying his Daughter ; which by the way 
did nor pals unpuniſhed, for a while after, this 
colt him his lite. 

Thus Faceb's Children deſtroy'd the $;- 
chemites, to revenge the Rape of their Silter 
Dina. By ſuch another hypocruical trick, 
Galienus the Reman Emperour put to death 
the Military Men in Conſtantinople. Thus 
under colour of Frievdſhip, Antonius inticed 
Artavaſdes King of Armema , then baving 
cauſed him to be bound in heavy Chains, aud 
ſlackled, at laſt put him to death. 

We hnd a thouſand tuch inſtances in Hi 
Rory; and K. Charles the Gth is juſtly com- 
mended tor his Prudence to this day, in that, 
coming back ViCtorious over the Ghenters and 
other Flemmings to his good City of Pars,and 
when he came to Bowrger, (a League trom 
thence) hearing that the Citizens with their 
Mallets (whence they got the name of Mail- 
btins) were March'd out of 'Town in Battalia 
twenty thouland [krung, he would not go into 
the 
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the Town till they had laid down their Arms, 
and retird to their reſpe&tive homes, tho' 
they proteſted to him, that they had ta- 
ken Arms with no other defign, than to re- 
ceive hin with the greater demonſtration of 
Honour and Reſpe&t.

H:w Pantagruel ſent for Colonel Mawl-Chitter- 
ling,and Colonel Cut-Pudding, with a diſcourſe 
well worth your hearing, about the Names of 
Places and perſons, 

HE reſolution of the Councill was,

liver'd Son of a Dunghill; upon my. virgi- 

nity thou 'llt never come back. Well, there 
can be no great lofs in thee; for tHou 
wouldſt do nothing bere but How), Bray,

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\Weep,, and diſhearten the good Sholdiers. 
['!l certainly come back, ſaid Panwge, Fryar 
Ion, my Ghoſtly Father, and ſpeedily too ; 
do but rake care that theſe Plaguy Chirrer- 
lings don't board our Ships ; all the while 
youl be a Fighting,l'le pray heartily for your 
Victory after the example of the valiant Cap- 
tain and guide of the People of Iſrael, Moſer ; 
having ſaid this he wheel'd off. 

Then (aid Epiſtemon to Pantagruel, the De- 
nomination of theſe two Colonels of yours, 
Mawl-Chutterling and Cut-pudding promilſerth us 
Aſſurance, Succeſs and Victory, if thoſe Chit- 
terlings (ſhould chance to ſet upon us. You 
take it rightly, ſaid Pantagruel, and it pleaſeth 
me to ſee you foreſee and prognoſticate our 


Victory by the Names of our Colonels. 


This Way of foretelling by Names is not 
new, it was in Old times celebrated, and re- 
ligiouſly obſerv'd by the Pythagoreans, Seve- 
ral great Princes and Emperors have former- 
ly made good uſe of ir, Oftavianw Auguſtus 
Emperor of the Romaus meeting on a day a 
Country Fellow nam'd Eutychive , (that is, 
fortunate) driving an Aſs nam'd Nicon (that 
1s in Greck Viforian) mov'd by the Signif- 
cation of the Afs's, and Aſs driver's Names, 
remain'd aflur'd of all Proſperity andVi&tory. 

The Emperour Veſpaſian, being once all a- 
lone at Prayers in the 'Temple of Serapi, at 
the ſight and unexpected coming of a cer- 
tain Servant ,of his nam'd Baſilides (that is 

Royal) 
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Royal) whom he had lett Sick a great Way 
behind, rook hopes and affurance of obrains 
ing the Empire of the R-mans. Regilian was 
choſen Emperour by the Soldiers tor no 6 
ther reaſon,but the Signification of his Name, 
See the Cratyle of the Divine Plato (By my 
Thirſt 1 will read ir, ſaid R55zotome 5, I hear 
you fo often quate it) ſee how the Pythagore- 
ans by reaſon of the names and numbers con- 
clude that Patroc/us was to fall by the hand 
of Heftor , Heftor by Achilles, Achilles by Pa 
71, Pary by Phil Qetes, 1 am quite loſt in 
my underſtanding, when I reflect upon the 
admirable Invention of Pythagoras, who by 
the number,either even or odd, of the Syllables 
of every Noun would tell -you of what {ide 
a Min was Lame, Hulch-back'd, Blind, 
Gouty, troubled with the Palſie, Pleuriſie, or 
any other Diſtemper incident ro humane 
kind, allotting even numbers to the Righ!, 
and odd ones to the Left {ide of the Body. 
Indeed, ſaid Epiſtemon. I ſaw this way of 
Syllabiling, try'd at Xaintes at a general Pro- 
celſion in the Preſence of that Good, Vertu 
ous, Learned and juſt Preſident Brian Val &: 
Lord of D:ubaie, When there went by a 
Man or Woman that was ci;her Lame, Blind 
of one Eye, or Hump-back'd, he had an Ac: 
count brought him of his or her Name, ard 
it the Spllables of the Name were of an odd 
number, immediately without ſeeing the Per 
ſons he declar'd them to be Ty 7” 
ATC 
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Lame, or crooked of the Right fide ; and of 


the Letr, if they were even in number : and 
ſuch indced we ever found them. 

By this Syllabical invention, ſaid Pantagruel, 
the Learned have aſhrm'd, that Achilles kneel- 
ing was wounded by the Arrow of Pars in 
the Right heel,for his name is of odd Syllables : 
(here we ought to obſerve that the Ancients 
vid to kneel the Right foot.) And that Venus 
was alſo wounded before Troy in the Left hand; 
for her Name in Greek is 4:p0N7n, of four 
Syllables, Vulcan lam'd of his Left foot for 
the ſame reaſon ; Phillip King of Macedon 
and Hannibal blind of the Right eye; not to 
ſpeak of Sciatica's, brokea Bollies, and He- 
micrania's, Which may be diſtinguiſh'd by this 
Pythagorean reaſon. 

But returning to Names, Do but conſider 
how Alexander the Great, Sonio King Phi- 
lip, of whom we ſpoke juſt now, compals'd 
his Undertaking, meerly by the Interpretation 
of a Name, He kad beſieged the ſtrong Ci- 
ty of Tire, and for ſeveral Weeks battered 
it with all his Power ; but all in vain ; his 
Engines and, Atrempts were ſtill batfled by 
the Drians, Which made him finally reſolve 
to raiſe the Siege to hisgreat Grief, forcſee 
Ig the great Stain,which ſuch a ſhameful Re- 
treat would be to his Reputation, In this An- 
xiety and Agitation of mind he fell aſleep,and 
dream't that a Satyr was conie into his Tent 
capering #kipping,andtripping it up and down, 


Win 
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with his Goatiſh hoofs, and that he ſtrove 
ro lay hold on him. But the Satyr ſtill {lip'd 
from him, til] at laſt having peq'd him up in- 
to a Corner, hetook him: With this he a- 
wak'd, and telling his Dream to the Philoſo- 


'Phers, and Sages of his Court, they let him 


know, that it was a Promiſe of Victory 
from the Gods, and that he ſhould ſoon be 
Maſter of Tyre ; the word Satyros divided 
in two being Sa Tyros, and (ignifying, Tre is 


thine ; and in truth, at the next Onſet he 


took the Town by Storm, and by a com- 
pleat Viftory, reduc'd that ſtubborn People 
to SubjcRion, 

On the other hand, ſee how by the Sig- 
nification of one word, Pompey fell into dt: 
pair. Being overcome by Ceſar at the Battel 
of Phar/a'ia , he had no other way left to 
eſcape but by tlight ; which attempting by 
Sea, he arrived near the I{land of Cyprus, and 
perceiv'd on the ſhoar near the City of Paphe: 
a beautiful and ſtately Palace ;now asking the 
Pilot what was the name of it, he rold him, 


that it was call'd zgx-8anaie , that is, Evil 


King, which ſtruck ſuch a dread and terror 
in him, that he fell into Deſpair , as being 
afſured of looſing ſhortly his Lis inſomuch 
that his Complaints, Sighs,and Groans were 
heard by the Marriners and other Paſſengers 
And indeed a while after a certain ſtrange 
Peaſant call'd Aehillas cut off bis Head, 


To 
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To all theſe Examples might he added 
what happen'd to L. Paulus Emilius, when the 
Senate elefted him Emperour,that is, Chief of 
the Army which they ſent againſt Perſe: King 
of Macedon ;, that Evening returning home to 
prepare for hisExpedition, and kiſſing a little 
Davghter of his call'd Traſia, ſhe ſeem'd ſome- 
what ſad to him. What is the matter, ſaid he, 
my Chicken, why is my Traſfia thus fad and 
Melaneholly 2 Daddy, (reply'd the Child) 
Perſa is dead ; this was the Name of a little 
Birch which ſhe lov'd mightily : hearing this, 
Paulus took aſſurance of a Vitory over 
Perſes, | 

If time would permit us to diicourſe of the 
Sacred Hebrew writ,we might find a hundred 
noted Paſſages evidently ſhewing how reli- 
giouſly they obſerved Proper names,and their 
ignifications. He had hardly ended this 

iſcourſe , when the two Colonels arrived 
with their Soldiers, all well arm'd and reſo- 
ſolute. Pantagruel made them a ſhort Speech, 
intreating them to behave themſelves brave- 
ly, in caſe they were attackt ; for he cou'd 
not yet believe that the Chitterlings were (o 
treacherous, but he bad them by no means 
to give the firſt offence; giving them Car: 
naval for the watch word.

of that fame good Lanevedis Wind , which 
they call Cierce: "The famous Phylician 
Scurron paſſing one day by this Country, 
was telling us that it is {o ſtrong that it will 
make nothing of overturning a loaded 
Waggon : Oh! What good would it not 


do 
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do my oedipodic Legg. The biggeſt are 
not the beſt, bur, faid Panurge, rather would 
| had here a Jarge Butt of that ſame good 
Languedoc Wine that grows at Mireveux, 
Canteperdrix, and Frontignan. 

I ſaw a good likely fort of a Man 
there, much reſembling Venereſe, tearing and 
tuming ina grievous Fret, with a tall bur- 
ly Groom, and a pimping little Page of 
his laying them on, like the Devil, with a 
buckin : Not knowing the cauſe of his anger, 
at hrſt I thought that all this was by the 
DoCtor's advice, as being a thing very healthy 
to the Maſter wo be in a Paſhon, and 
to his Man to be bang'd for'r.

We are allo plagud yearly with a very

Pray, ſaid Pantagruel, when yau are 
for telling us ſome ſuch nauieous Tale, be fo 
kind as not to torget to provide a Baſon, Fryar 
Ihon; \'|| affure you,l had much ado to forbear 
bringing up my Breakfaſt: Fy, I wonder a 
Man of your Coat is not aſham'd to ufe 
thus the Sacred name of God in ſpeaking 
of things {o fhilrhy and abomiable; Fy, 
I ay : Hf among your monking Tribes fuch 
an abuſe of Words is allow'd, I beſeech you 
leave it there,and do not let it come out of the 
Cloyſters.

Hat day Pantagrue! went aſhoar in an 
l)and which tor Sicuation and Gover- 
nor may be ſaid not to have its {ellyv., When 
ycu jult come into it, you hind ie rugged, 
craggy, barren, unpleaſant tothe Eye, pain- 
ful ro the Feer, and almoſt as inaccellible as 
the Mountain of Dauphine, which is {(omewhat 
like a Toad-ſtool, and was never climb'd, as 
any can remember, by any but Doyac, who 
h2d the charge of Ring Charles the Eighth's 
Train ot Artillary, 

This ſame Doyac with ſtrange Tools and 
Engines, gain'd that Mountain's top, and 
there he found an old Ram. Ir puzzl'd 
many a wile Head to gueſs how it got thitliep. 
Some ſaid that tome Eagle, or great Hourn- 
Coot having carry'd it thither, while *twas 
yet a Lambkin, it had got away and fav'd 
it ſeit among the Buſhes, 

As 
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As for us, having with much toyl and 
{weat overcome the difficult ways at the en-

Earth, as Plato affirms in Symprſie.

The firſt, were call'd Engaſtrimythes ; the 
others, |= amns 

The firſt pretended to be deſcended of 
the Ancient Race of Earicles; and for this 
brought the Authority of Ariſtophanes, 
in his Comedy call'd, The Waſps : whence 
of old they were call'd E-riclians, as 
Plato writes, and Plutarch in his Book 
of the Ceſſation of Oracles. Jn the Holy 
Decrees 26 Q«. 3. = are lil'd Yentre- 
loqui z and the ſame Name is given them 
in Jontan by Hippocrates,in his Fifth Book 
of Efid. as Men who (ſpeak from the 
Belly. Sophocles calls them Sternomante-. 
Theſe were Southſayers, Enchanters, 
Cheats, who gull'd the Mob, and ſcem'd 
not to ſpeak and give Anſwers from the 
Mouth ; bur from the Belly,

Such 
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Such a one, about the Year of our 
Lord 1513. was Zaicba Rodegina, an Ita- 
lian Woman of mean Exiratt; From 
whole Belly, we, as well as an ir fivite 
Number ot others at Ferrara, and cl(c- 
where, have otren heard the Voice of the 
Evil Spirit ſpeak, low, tceble and [mall 
indeed ; but yet very dillinct, articaiatc 
and intelligible, when ſhe was ſent lor, 
out of Curiclity, by the Lords and Prin- 
ces of the ('r[a!ftne Gaul. To remove 
all Manner ot Doubt, ana be a{lur'd that 
this was not a Trick, they us'd to have 
her Stripp'd flatk naked, and caug'd her 
Mouth and Noſc to be ſtupp'd. This 
Evil Spirit wouid be call'd Curl a Pate, or 
Cincennatu'o, leeming picas'd wacn any 
calld him by that Name ; at which, hc 
was always ready to Arilwer. If any 
Spoke to him of things paſt cr preſcuar, 
he gave pertinent Anſwers, ſometimes to 
the Amazcment of the Heaters; but it 
of things to come, then the Devil was 
gravell'd, and us'd to Lye as faſt as a 
Dog can Trot. Nay, ſometimes he ſeem'd 
co own his Ignorance, inftead of an An- 
{wer, letting out a rouzing Fart, or mut- 
tcring ſome words with barbarous and 
uncouth Inflcxions, and rot to be ut- 
derftood. 

As for the Gaſtrolaters, they ſtuck cloſe 
to one anocher in Rnvts aud Gangs.

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Some of them Merry, Wanton, and 
Soft as ſo many Milkſops ; others low- 
ring, grim, dogged, demure and crah- 
bed, all idle, mortal toes to bufineſe, 
ſpending half their Time in fl:eping, 
and the reſt in doing nothing, a Rent- 
charge and dead naneceflary Weight on 
the Earth, as H-/tod ſaith; afraid ' as 
we judg'd) of offending or lellzning 
their Paunch. Others were maskd, 
diſgui'd, and ſo oddly dre(s'd , that 
would have done you good to have 
ſcen them. 

There's a Saying, and ſeveral An- 
cient Sages write, That the Skill of Na- 
ture appears wonderful in the Pleaſure 
which ſhe ſeems to have taken in the

and inimitable ſhapes , I proteſt , the 
Varicty we perc:iv'd in the Dre(- 
ſes of the Gaftrolatrous C'opu'llons was 
not leſs. They all own'd Gaſt:r tor 
their Supreme God, ador' him as a 
God, offet'd him Sacrifices as to their

In this Order, they moy'd towards 
Maſter Gaſter, after a plump, young, luſty 
. gotbellied Fellow, who on a long Statf 
faicly gilt, carried a wooden Statue grofly 
cary'd and as ſcurvily daub'd ah ir 

aint, 
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Painc, ſuch a oe as Plautus, Juvenal 
and Pomep. Feſtus deſcribe it. Art Ltons 
during the Carnaval 'tis call'd Maſche- 
croujte, or Gnaw cruſt , they call'd this 
Manauce. 

It was a monſtrous, ridiculons, hideous 
Figure, fic to fright lictle Children: Irs 
Eves were bigger than its Belly, and its 
Head larger than all the reſt of its Bo- 
dy, well Mouth-cloven however, having 
a goodly Pair of wide, broad Jaws, lin'd 
with two Rows of Teeth, upper Tecr 
and under Teer, which, by the Magic of 
a (mall Twine hid in the hollow part 
of the Golden Staff, were made to claſh, 
clatter and rattle dreadfully one again(t 
another , as they do at Metz with 
St. Clement's Dragon. 

Coming near the Gaſtrolaters, I ſaw 
they were follow'd by a great Number

CHAP. LXL. 


Tow Gaſter invented Means to get 
and preſerve Corn. 


Hoſe Gaſtrolatrous Hobgobling be- 

ing withdrawn, Pantagreel caretul- 

ly minded the Famous Matter of Arts, 
Gaſter. You know that by the loſticution 
of Nature, Bread has been aſhgn'd him 
for Provifion and Food, and that as an 
addition 
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addition to this Bleſhng, he ſhould never 
want the means to pet Bread. 

Accordingly , from the beginning he 
invented the Smith's Art and Husbandry 
to manure the ground that it might yield 
him Corn ; he invented Arms, and the 
Art of War to defend Corn; Phylick 
and Aſtronomy, with other parts of Ma- 
thematicks, which might be uſeful to keep 
Corn a great number of years in ſafety 
from the injuries of the Air , Beaſts, 
Robbers and Purloiners ; he invented Wa- 
ter, Wind and Hand-Mills, and a thou- 
{and other Engines to- grind Corn, and 
turn it into Meal, Leaven to make the 
Dough ferment, and the uſe of Salt ro 
give it a favour, for he knew that nn- 
thing bred more Diſcaſes than heavy, un- 
leaven'd, unſavoury Bread. 

He found a way to get Fire to Bake it; 
Hour-glaſlcs, Dials and Clocks to mark 
the time of its Baking ; and as ſome 
Countrics wanted Corn , he contriv'd 
means ro convey {ome out of one Country 
into another, 

He had the Wir to Pimp for Ales and 
Mares, Animals of different /pectes, that 
they 'might Copulace for the Generation 
of a third, which we- call 'Mules, more 
ſtrong and fit for hard ſervice than the 
other two. He invented Carts and Wag- 


gons to- draw him atorg- with - greater 
caſe ; 
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ealc ; and as Seas and Rivers hindred his 
Progreſs, he devis'd Boats, Gallies and 
Ships (co the aſtoniſhment of the Ele- 
ments ) to waft him over to barbarous, 
unknown, and far diſtant Nations, thence 
to bring, or thither co carry Corn. 

Beſides, (ceing that, when he had til- 
led the ground, ſome years the Corn pe- 
ri{h'd in it for want'of Rain in due (calon, 
in others rotted, or was drown'd by its ex- 
ce(s, ſometimes {poil'd by Hail, cat by 
Worms in the Far, or beaten down by 
Storms, and {ſo his Stock was deſtroy'd 
on the ground; we were told that eyer 
ſince the days of Tore, he has found out a 
way to Conjure the Rain down from 
Heavzn only with cutting certain Graſs, 
common enough in the Field, yet known 
to very few, ſome of which was then 
ſhown us: I took it ro be the ſame as the 
Plant, one of whoſe Boughs bring dipp'd 
by 7ove's Prieſt into the Agrian Fountain, 
on the Lycrtan Mountain in Arcadia in 
time of Drought, rais'd Vapours which 
gather'd into Clouds, and then diſſolv'd 
into Rain, that kindly moiſten'd the 
whole Country. 

Our Maſter of Arts was alſo ſaid to 
have found a way to keep the Rain vp in 
the Air, and make it fall into the Sea ; 
alſo to annihilate the Hail, ſuppreſs the 
Winds, and remoye Storms as the Me- 

: thanenſtans 
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than:nſuans of Trexzne us'd ro,do. And as 
in the Fields Thieves and Plunderets 
ſometimes ſtole and took by force the 
Corn and Bread which others had roylV'd to 
get, he invented the Arc of Building 
Towns, Forts, and Caſtles, to hoard and 
ſecure that ſtaff of Life; on the other 
hand, finding none in the Fields, and 
hearing taat it was hoarded up and ({c- 
cur'd in Towns, Forts, and Caſtles, and 
watch'd with more care than eyet were 
the Golden Pippins of the Heſpertdes, he

And ſecing that ſometimes all theſe 
Tools of Deſtrution were baffled by the 
cunning ſubtily, or the ſubtle, cunning 
(which you plea(c ) of Fortifiers, he lately 
Invented Cannons, Field-pieces , Culye- 
rins, Bombards, Baſilisko's, Murtherin 
Inſtruments that dart Iron, Leaden, _ 
Brazen Balls, ſome of them outweighin 
huge Anvils ; this by the means of a mol 
dreadful Powder , whoſe Heliith Com- 

; pound 
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Pound and Effet has cyen amaz'd Na- 
fure, and made her own her (elf our-done 
by Art ; the Oxydracan T hunders, Hails 
and Storms, by which the people of that 
Name immediately deſtroy'd their Ene- 
mics in the Field, being but meer Pot- 
guns to theſe. For, one of our great Guns 
when uy'd, is more dreadful, more terri- 
ble, more diabolical, and maims, tears, 
bicaks, (lays, mows down, ſweeps away 
more Me, and caules a greater Conſter- 
nation and Deſtruftion than a hundred 
Thunderbolts.

by Fronton, and is now common amor'g 
the Paſtimes and harmleſs Recreations of 
the Thelewites. Il cell you how he went 
ro work, and pray for the future be a lir- 
tle more ready to believe what Plutarch 
afficms to have try'd ; Suppoſ®k Herd of 
Goars were all ſcampering as if the Devil 
drove 'em, do but put a bit of Frergo in- 
to the Mouth of the hindmoſt Nanny, 
and they will all ſtop ſtock-ſtill, in the 
time you can tell three. 

Thus Gaſter , having causd a Braſs 
Fanlkon to be charg'd, with a ſufficient 
quantity of Gunpoxdcr, well purg'd from 
iis Sulphur, and cariouſly made up with 
fine Camphir, he then had a ſuitable Ball 
put into the Piece, with twenty four little 
pellers like Hail-ſhor, ſome round, ſyme

been a Yacuwm ; which Nature abhors fo 
much that this Univerſal Machine, Hea- 
yen, Air 7 Land, and Sea would ſooner 
return to the Primitive Chaos than admir 
the leaſt void any where. Now the Ball 
and ſmall ſhot which threaten'd the Page 
withno Jeſs than quick Deſtrufton, loſt 
their impetuoſity, aud remain'd ſuſpend- 
cd and hoyering round the Stone, nor did 
ary cneof them, rotwithſlarding the fu- 
ry with which they ruſl'd , reach the 
Page. 

Maſter Gaſter could do more than all 
this yer, if you'll believe me, for he i:- 
vented a way how to caulc Bullers to fly 
backwards, and recoyl on tho{e that ſert 
cm, with as great a force, and in the vc- 
ry rum*rical parallcl ſor which the Gurs 
were planted. And indeed, why ſhou'd 
hz have thought this difficult, ſeeing the 
[;c;b Ethiopts opens all Locks whatſoever, 
and an Echiners or Remora, a filly weak- 
ly Fih, in ſpight of all the Winds that 
blow fcom the 32 Points of the —_— 
W! 
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will in the midſt of a Hurricane make 
you the biggeſt Firſt Rate remain ſtock 
ſtill as if ſhe were becalm'd, or the Blu- 
ering Tribe had blown their laſt ; nay, 
and with the Fleſh of that Fiſh preſery'd 
with Salt, you may fiſh Gold out of the 
deepeſt Well that was ever ſounded with 
a Plummer, for ic will certainly draw up 
the precious Metal, ſince Democritus at- 
firm'd Ir. 

Theophrafius belicv'd and experienc'd 
that there was an Hetb at whole fingle 
touch an Iron Wedge tho never fo far 
driven into a huge log of the hardeſt Wood 
that is, would preſently come out, and 
'tis this ſame Herb your Hickways, alias 
IVecoapeckers uſe, when wich ſome mighty

Since Stags and Hinds when deeply wound- 
ed with Darts, Arrows, and Bolts, if they 
do but meer the Herb call'd Dittany, 
which iscommon in Candta, and cat a 
licrle of it, preſently the ſhafts come our, 
and all's well again ; even as kind Venus 
cur'd her Beloved By-blow A-neas, when 
he was wounded on the right Thigh wich 
an Arrow by Zutarna Turnus's Siſter. Since 
the very Wind of Laurels, Fig-trees, or 
Sea-calves, makes the Thunder ſheer off, 
inſomuch that it neyer ſtrikes them. Since

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at the ſight of a Ram, mad Elephants re- 
cover their former Seaces ; ſince mad Bulls 
coming neat wild Fig-trees call'd Caprifice 
ow tame, and will not budge a foor, as 
if they had the Cramp. Since the Vene- 
mous rage of Vipers is aſlwag'd, if you 
but touch them with a Beechen Bough. 
Since alſo Evphorion writes, that in the 
Iſle of Samos, betore Fund's Temple was 
Built theie, he has ſeen ſome Beaſts call'd 
Neades, whole voice made the neighbour- 
ivg places gape and fink into a Chaſm and 
Abyſs. In ſhort, ſince Elders grow of a 
more pleaſing ſound, and firter ro make 
Flutes in ſuch places where the crowing of 
Cocks is not heard, as the Ancient Sages 
have writ, and Theophkraſtus relates ; as if 
the crowing of a Cock dull'd, flatten'd 
and perveried the Wood of the Elder, as 
it is ſaid to aſtoniſh and ſtupify with tear 
that ſtrong and reſolute Animal, a Lion. 
I know that ſome have underſtood this 
of wild Elder, that grows ſo far from 
Towns or Villages that the crowing of 
Cocks cannot reach near it; and doubt- 
leſs that ſort ought to be preterr'd to the 
ſtenching common Elder that grows about 
decay?d and ruin's places ; but others 


have underſtood this in a higher (ence, 


not licteral, but allegorical, according to 
the method of the Pythagoreans. As 
waen it was {aid that Mrcury's Staruc - 


could 
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could not be made of every ſort of Wood, 
to which Sentence they give this ſence ; 
That God zs not to be worſhip'd tn a vulgar 
form, but tn a choſen and religious man- 
mer. 

In the ſame manner by this Elder, 
which grows far from places where Cocks 
are heard, the Ancients meant, that the 
wiſe and (tudious ought not to give their
